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Tne commercial transactions of England are upon so gigantic a 
} Seale ; our resources are of so huge and of so multifarious a 
| Character ; the energy, ingenuity—and we may now add, as com- 
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render them difficult to be understood ; but we will endeavour to 
explain the priuciples to which we refer, and to illastrate them by 
facts, in so simp!e.a manner as, we trust, will make them obvious 
and plain even to those who have not studied such questions. 
What, then, is the nature of “exchange”? It is simply the 
process by which money is transferred from one country to 
another. But as the currencies of different countries are neither 
the same in their denominations, nor, frequently, in the metal 
which constitutes their coin or represents their money in accoant, 
it isobvious that the question of transmitting a payment from 
one country to another involves a process.of converting the 
money of the one into the money of the other, in order to ascer- 
tain how mach of the one currency represents the amount of the 
other which is required to be paid. For example, if a merchant 
in London has a payment to make of 1,000 francs in Paris, the 
first thing that he must do, in order to ascertain the amount of 
sterling money which he has to pay, is to ascertain how many 
francs are equal to W sterling. So, in like manner, if a 
merchant in Paris has a payment of 100/ to make in 
London, then the first thing he also must do must be 
to ascertain how many of the francs, of which his money 
consists, are equal to 1/ sterling, or to the whole amount he has 
toremit. Francs are not usaally sent to London to make pay- 
ments due from Paris, nor sovereigns to Paris for debts due 
from London. But as there are in London many persons who 
have money t0 receive in Parjs, and many who have money to 
pay in Paris, the latter buy from the former orders, or bills of 
exchange, for amounts equal to that which they have to remit, ex- 
pressed in French money and payable in Paris. By this means

| ‘© that question will be found to be embraced in the principle for 
Which we are now contending. These subjects are generally too 
much involved in technicalities and abstruse verbiage, which

~~ fixes a determinate par of exchange. At all times 
and under all commercial changes the same intrinsic relative 
value continues:—so many francs represent so many dollars 
or so many florins, and the same number at all times. But evea 
in such cases and between such countries the actual exchanges 
fluctuate considerably. Though 1,000 francs always repre- 
sent intrinsically the same number of florins, yet, in practice, 
1,000 francs in Paris will not always buy a bill on Amsterdam 
for the same number of florins that they intrinsically represent, 
nor will 500 florins in Amsterdam always buy a draft upon Paris 
for the same number of francs that they intrinsically represent. 
But here the only divergence from the rate determined by the in- 
trinsic value of the two coins mast be caused by a balance of pay- 
ments due to the one or the other. Ifin Paris there be a greater 


demand for bills upon Amsterdam than a supply of bills upon 
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that place—that is if the balance of payments be in favour of Am- 
sterdam—a greater number of francs will be given for a certain 
number of florins than their intrinsic relative values would indi- 
cate ;—that is, bills upon Amsterdam would bear a premium in 
Paris above the par of exchange. But it is obvious that in such 
a case there is a natural and absolute limit beyond which the 
premiumrcould not rise, and that limit would be determined by 
the expenses in one form and another of transmitting silver itself. 
A merchant would be willing to give a premium, or a high price 
for bills, up to that point, but no further,—for then he would remit 
silver in place of bills ; and in such cases, when a disturbance of 
the exchanges is caused entirely by a balance of payments, such 
balance is usually restored by such a transmission of the precious 
metals. 

But now we come to consider another view of the case, and 
one which practically and seriously affects us 9t this moment. 
Between countries which use different metals as representing 
their money in account, there are two operations to be effected 
before you can fix a par of exchange. You have not only to 
consider the relative quantities of metal in the respective coins, 
as you do where the metal employed is the same in each coun- 
try, in order to ascertain their relative intrinsic values, but you 
have also to ascertain the relative value which the two metals 
have to each other. The relative quantity of metal may remain 
always the same, and when the metal in both coins is the same, 
the relative value will continue unchanged ; but when the metals 
are different,—when one is gold and the other is silver,—the rela- 
tive quantity may always continue the same, yet as the relative 
value of gold and silver may change, so the relative intrinsic 
value of the coin must changealso. The value of 1,000 francs 
French converted into British money, or the value of 100/ ster- 
ling converted into French money, must depend, among other 
things, upon the relative value of gold and silver. Between two 
countries, therefore, which use different metals as the standard of 
their currency, there can be no real fixed par of exchange, be- 
cause there can be no fixed relative intrinsic value between the 
coins. But the relative value of the coins, and the rate at which 
they will exchange for each other, must be affected by every 
change in the relative value of the two metals of which they are 
composed. 


What, then, is the practical effect of this upon the exchanges 
between England when our standard is gold, and France and 
other continental countries where the standard is silver? It is 
plain, for example, between London and Paris, that the ex- 
changes must be affected not only by the balance of payments 
due from the one country to the other, bat aleo by any change 
which takes place in the relative value of gold and silver—the 
sovereign or pound in account being a fixed and invariable 
quantity of the one, and the franc being a fixed and invariable 
quantity of the other. It is obvious, then, that a fall in the 
exchange with Paris need not always represent a balance of 
payments against England, but may be caused in part, or in 
whole, by a change in the relative value of gold and silver. 

Well, then, how stands this question at the present time? 
Expressed in our gold currency, the price of standard silver 
during the greater part of 1852 was about 4s 11d to 5s the 
ounce. Latterly it has gradually risen, until last week it was 
quoted at 5s 21d, and may now be said to be 5s 2d the ounce. 
Here, then, we have arise in the price of silver of from three to 
four per cent., expressed in gold. It is quite plain, then, that a 
pound sterling, which represents a certain quantity of gold, 
cannot be worth the same number of francs, each of which 
represents a certain quantity of silver, when the latter is worth 
5s 2d the ounce, as when it was worth 4s 11d or 5s the ounce. 
At 4s 11d the ounce, the relative value of silver and gold is as 
15.83 to 1 ; but at 5s 2d the ounce, the relative value is as 15 
tol. Itis obvious, then, that the natural consequence must be 
a fall inthe rate of the exchange between London and Paris, 
altogether independent of any balance of payments due from 
the one country to the other. And, moreover, it is obvious that 
it matters not whether this change in the relative value of silver 
and gold arises from causes which are permanent in their 
character or not :—the same effect will be produced so long 
as it lasts. 





But in connection with these considerations, there is an opera- 
tion going on in France, which greatly aggravates the immediate 
consequence of the rise in the value of silver, and which fully 
furnishes an answer to the question of our correspondent, ‘‘ Why 
“ does so large a quantity of gold continue to go to Frauce?” In 
France, as most of our readers are aware, there is a double 
standard. A franc contains a fixed quantity of silver. A 
Napoleon contains a fixed quantity of gold, but the latter is a 
legal tender for twenty francs. In the circulation of France, 
therefore, the quantity of gold in a Napoleon and the quantity of 
silver in twenty one-/rancs pieces are by law of equa! value. That 
is, the law has ordained that the value of gold is as 1 to 15.59 
of silver. But no force of law can alter the intrinsic relative 


value of commodities ; and therefore, whenever the relative price 
of gold has been higher than the fixed proportion of 1 to 15.59 
of silver, the former has disappeared from circulation, and could 


only be obtained by paying an agio, or premium. Now, however 
the reverse is the case. The intrinsic relative price of silver ig 
much higher than the fixed proportion of 15°59 to 1 of gold; and 
consequently there is a large profit in converting the silver cir. 
culation of Frauce into one of gold. Five-franc pieces are taken 
out of circulation, and exchanged for gold twenty and ten-frane 
pieces, as fast as the French Mint can coin the latter. 

Let us follow the calculation of the relative prices, compared 
with the fixed legal relative value of gold and silver coin as they 
at present exist, and we shall soon discover the powerful motive 
which exists for this operation, and why so much gold continues 
to go toFrance. The fixed proportion which, according to law, 
gold and silver bear to each other in France, is as 1 is to 15.59, 
The same obligation or debt that can be discharged with 15.59 
onnces of silver, or the coin which it represents, can be legally 
discharged with one ounce of gold:—the debtor has the choice, 
Well, if a calculation is made, it will be found that the proportion 
of 15.59 of silver to 1 of gold would make silver in this country 
worth exactly 5s the ounce. But it is worth about 5s 2d, conse- 
quently there is a clear profit, less the expense of the operation in 
sending silver to this country from France and purchasing gold in 
exchange, of twopence the ounce. If silver is brought from France 
to this country, it is worth in the proportion of 15 to 1 of 
gold; and when taken to France the gold can be put in 
circulation in the proportion of 1 to 15.59 of silver. Here, 
then, is a iarge profit, and so long as silver continues in this 
eountry to be worth more than 5s the ounce, and the law of 
France continues as it now is, the tendency must be for gold to 
go to France in large quantities, in order to be coined, in exchange 
for silver, which must gradually be displaced from the circulation. 
This operation would doubtless have been far more violent of late 
than it has been, but for the practical obstacle which the limited 
power of the Mint in Paris presents. Such has the demand for 
coinage of gold been in Paris for some time past, that the fixed 
time for the return of coin for bullion deposited at the Mint has 
risen to seventy-one days. In the meantime the effect of this 
displacement is to absorb a large quantity of gold, and set free a 
large quantity of silver, and of itself has a tendency to prevent a 
rise in the relative price of silver so fast as it would otherwise 
take place. It acts in two ways to this end :—it absorbs gold, 
and increases the supply of silver for the rest of the world. 

But now, let us see how this acts upon the exchanges with 
France. Taking the legal proportion which in France gold bears 
to silver,—that is, at 1 to 15.59,—then in sterling money silver 
will be worth 5s the ounce, and at this rate the par of exchange 
betweon aris and London would be 25f 374¢ to the pound 
sterling. Bnt taking silver at 5s 2a the ounce, then a pound 
sterling will only be worth 24f 56c; or 5s 13d the ounce, the 
pound sterling will be worth 24f 64c, And thus, just in pro- 
portion as the price of silver rises, must the exchange with Paris 
and with other countries which have a silver standard, altogether 
independently of balances of payments, become lower; and so 
far as France is concerned, 80 long as they persevere in their 
present double standard, must gold be imported, in displacement 
of silver coin. Thus, then, we arrive at the remarkable fact, 
that taking into account the present altered relative value of 
gold and silver,—whether arising from a temporary demand of 
the latter for the East or not, makes little matter,—that the ex- 
changes, so far as regards the balance of payments, is still in our 
favour. According to the present relative value of gold and 
silver, the present par of exchange is, taking silver at 5s 13d 
a ounce, 24f 64c to the pound sterling,—the actual exchange is 

95c. 

So far as the mere transactions of commerce are concerned, 
there is certainly nothing to explain so low a rate of exchange 
with France and other parts of Europe, noris there sufficient in 
the corn question to do so; for though the importations have been 
considerably greater than last year, yet they are only about the 
same as in 1851, and not so large as in some former years. But 
when our great increase of trade, as shown in former articles, is 
taken into account, the effect it has in increasing the immediate 
payments of this country, and the effect of the alarm as to corn, 
together with the important influence which a rise in the price of 
silver is shown to exert, at least on the nominal rate of exchange, 
we think it can no longer be a matter of surprise that gold should 
continue to go in large quantities to Paris, or that the exchange on 
that city is reduced to 24f 95¢ :—it is only a matter of surprise 
that it has not gone lower. But these transactions with France 
and the Continent, in effecting an exchange of gold for silver, have 
drawn into use a large amount of British capital (to which we 
shall further allude in a future number), and have thus not been 
without some effect in raising the rate of interest and the value of 
capital.

THE TRUE SOURCE OF MINISTERIAL STRENGTH. 
THE LATE SESSION.—WHAT IT DID, AND WHAT IT PROVED. 
Tue Session of Parliament which has just closed, though the 
most efficient and business-like we have had for many years, !5 
even more important for what it proved than for what it did. It 
effected much ; but it indicated still more. In financial legislation 
we are indebted to it for laying the foundation of a system which 
will make the yearly Budget the mere arrangement of the details 
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of a settled principle of action, in place of being a discussion 
anda struggle on the very bases of our commercial and fiscal 
icy ;—we are indebted to it fora settlement of the income 
tax for sevea years and for a provision for its extinction at the 
end of that period ;—for merging partial and therefore offensive 
legacy duties in one general and equitable succession tax ;—for 
the reduction of the newspaper stamps, and the repeal of the 
| soap duty and the advertisement duty ;—for many minor mitiga- 
i tions of the tariff :—and for the laborious and most useful 
} measure of Customs’ consolidation. In matters connected with 
i the defence of the kingdom, we owe to it several usefal measures 
i forthe more speedy and effective manning of our navy and for 
the establishment of a sort of naval militia or volunteers. In 
matters of jurisprudence, we have passed the much-needed Trans- 
tion Act, for supplying a secondary punishment in place of 
that which we are compelled so greatly to curtail; and, too 
tardily indeed but at last, we have assigned to brutal and mur- 
derous assaults on women, not indeed an adequate penalty, but 
one that approaches somewhat nearer to adequacy than the 
old one. In affairs of general legislation, we can point to the 
Canada Clergy Reserves Bill; the Charitable Trasts Bill ; and 
the Bill for facilitating the granting of small annuities through 
the instrumentality of Savings’ Banks. ‘There was committee- 
work without stint or measure; and finally—next to the Budget 
the great measure of the session—the new arrangements for the 
Government of India, which were rendered necessary. by the 
expiry of the Company's Charter, were successfully carried 
through, though involving an immense field of discussion and 
encountering much opposition and no small amount of hostile 
criticism out of doors. When we add to all this, that a very 
considerable portion of the time of members was taken up in 
unseating each other, and unveiling an amount of systematic and 
nearly universal electoral corruption which astounded all but the 
initiated and staggered and disgusted even them,—we may safely 
challenge for 1853 comparison with any previous session for nearly 
twenty years. if 
But our especial reason for looking back upon its history with 
so much satisfaction, is that it entitles us to feel great confidence 
in future with regard to two points as to which we confess to 
have had serious misgivings. It has shown in a most decisive 
manner, first, the vastly superior influence exercised by public 
opinion over that possessed by mere party combinations ; and, 
secondly, the supremacy of reason and integrity over popular 
prejudice and clamour. 
© Parliament was elected under Protectioniat and Tory in- 
fluences ; and no pains were spared and no means left untried by 
the party then in power, to secure a majority that would eat any 
amount of dirt and submit to be dragged through any amount of 
mire in order to maintain its chiefs at the “ receipt of custom.” 
The country, sowever, was not favourable to them, though not 
unwilling to have given them a fair trial. They formed a com- 
pact array—united, daring, and unsernpyglous. They could not 
command a majority, except by accident and stratagem and un- 
natural alliances ; but when defeated, they were defeated only by 
narrow numbers. They fell, however; and the present Ministry 
succeeded them. It was a new, and, as many thought, a 
hazardous experiment. We, it will be remembered, never 
thought so. We felt that they had a work before them, and 
that if they harnessed themselves to it in all sincerity and good 
will, ultimate success must be certain. But thenew Government 
was composed of men, many of whom had never before acted in 
concert, and most of whom had passed their life in a state of more 
or less decided opposition. As a combination they presented 
many—not vulnerable points perhaps, but—tempting points for 
attack. Their antagonists, though beaten, were still numerous, 
disciplined, and resolute. They had to make head at the same 
time against three independent parties, whose union might at any 
time baffle and overpower them—the Tories, the Irish Brigade, 
and the Manchester School. ‘They might obtain, but not command, 
amajority. They were at the mercy of any factious move or any 
unprincipled and casual coalition. Accordingly, at the beginning 
of the session, they were sometimes beaten and were often in 
imminent danger. But they knew that the country was with 
them, and that, as soon as they had an opportunity of standing 
out in their true colours, it would speak out in their behalf in 
language that could not be mistaken and would not be unattended 
Hm Step by step they won their way to public confidence and 
vour, 
eminence from which they have never descended one single step. 
€ country began to recognise that it had at last a Government 
composed of earnest, sincere, and patriotic men—bent upon doing 
the country’s work— resolved to set aside all party considerations, 
all personal predilections, all petty and irritating remembrances— 
rmined to lose no more time in party contests and idle 
tournaments of words, but to join heart and hand in laborious 
otion to practical and imperative reforms. From that time 
success was certain. Opposition gradually dwindled away. 
Their friends became more confident and zealous, and their 
enemies more languid and hesitating. In spite of the most 
strenuous and unscrupulous efforts of their chief antagonists, the 
al majority rapidly increased from 19 to 90; the “ [rish 
Brigade” were disunited and reduced to insignificance ; of the 
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‘*Manchester School” some were disarmed and some converted ; 
till at the close of the session opposition was almost entirely 
withdrawn, It had become obvious to all that the Government 
understood their business, and were resolved to doit; anda 
feeling of respect, confidence, and admiration for them, such as few 
Ministries have enjoyed, sprung up in all classes of the community. 
In a Parliament elected under the auspices of their bitterest 
antagonists, and in the election of which every effort was made 
to render their advent to power impossible, they have obtained a 
steady and permanent working majority, which, unless they 
commit some most strange and gratuitous blunders, wil! render 
them the strongest Government we have had since the retirement 
of Lord Grey in 1834. And all this has been brought about 
because they have obtained—and have obtained by deserving it— 
the esteem and confidence of the country. The House of Com- 
mons which in August almost registered their wishes, is com- 
posed of the same men who in the previous November would 
scarcely admit them to power; and the change has been effected 
by the conversion, not of individual members, but of the general 
constituency of the country. It is the triumph of public opinion 
over party combinations. 

But this conquest of popular confidence and respect has not 
been gained by any unworthy deference to popular prejudice or 
clamour. On the contrary, it has been won, in spite of opposi- 
tion to sundry popular errors, by a belief in the conscientiousness 
and capacity of Ministers which that very opposition helped to 
engender. It is remarkable that on two subjects in particular, 
with respect to which the country had rather strong opinions and 
predilections, and on which the Press was nearly unanimous in 
spreading those opinions and confirming those predilections, the Go- 
verninent took the anti-popular side, and the country nevertheless 
acquiesced in its decision, partly from respect, but chiefly from 
ultimate conviction. Before Mr Gladstone brought forward his 
Budget, the strongest impression nearly everywhere prevailed 
as to the scandalous inequalities of the income tax and the 
facility with which they might be remedied. The subject had 
been discussed for months ; scheme after scheme of equitable 
adjustment had been proposed; nearly all the influential news- 
papers—especially the Liberal ones—were vehement in declaring 
that the continuance of the tax without the removal of some of 
its injustices was wholly out of the question ;—and on the 
whole the people had made up their minds that the income tax 
would be equalised and rendered permanent. Mr Gladstone, 
notwithstanding, retained it unaltered, extended it, and provided 
for its ultimate abolition. With the profound mastery of the 
question which long and conscientious investigation had bestowed, 
he showed in a clear exposition which it was impossible to resist, 
that many of the inequalities which had been most denounced 
were wholly ideal—that the principle on which others were ob- 
jected to was erroneous—that some of its injustices lay exactly in 
the opposite direction to that generally supposed—that its real un- 
fairness a7 in its exemption of small incomes in Great Britain, 
and of all incomes in Ireland—and that a tax at once so pro- 
ductive and so disagreeable should not be permanent, but should 
be kept in reserve for the day of danger aud emergency. We 
never remember so remarkable a change in popular feeling as 
that which succeeded Mr Gladstone’s celebrated speech. The 
country was converted in a week. The Press became silent, 
and the people were satisfied. The subject, we hope, may now 
be regarded as set at rest for ever. We must pay a mitigated 
income tax for seven years longer; but at least we need not 
have the additional annoyance of discussing it afresh every year. 

Something of the same kind took place with regard to the Bill 
for the Government of India, All the more influential organs of 
the daily and weekly press were vehement, incessant, and un- 
measured in their attacks upon the unhappy East India Com- 
pany. Delenda est Carthago was the popular and almost uni- 
versal cry. Societies were formed to compel a radical and 
sweeping change of —— Lecturers went about the country, 
and pamphlets were distributed with the utmost profusion. The 
columns of the 7imes teemed with the most exciting cases of the 
neglect and incapacity both of Leadenhall street and of Cannon 
row. At first we were told that we were not prepared to legis- 
late at all, but must wait for further information, and for the 
reports of the committees which had not finisned their labours. 
Then it was insisted that the existence of the Company must be 
terminated, and the *“* double Government” no longer retained 
as a screen to hide mismanagement from detection and exposure. 
The outcry was so loud that at one time it seemed doubtful 
whether the Government would not think it necessary to yicld to 
it. But happily it stood firm, and introduced its measure for the 
improved administration of our Indian Empire; giving its 
reasons both for choosing immediate legislation, and for retaining, 
under modifications, the ‘double Government.” It soon 
became obvious that Ministers were more completely master of 
the facts than their opponents, and that the former had a distinct 
and intelligible policy to propose, which the other had not. It 
appeared very plainly, too, that many of those writers who had 
undertaken to instruct and to stimulate the public were very im- 
perfectly acquainted with the question on which they dogmatised 
so fiercely. While, therefore, at first and out of doors, the 
assailants of Ministers and of the East India Company had it all 
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their own way, the Ministerial measure was carried through both 
Houses of Parliament by overwhelmirg majorities ;—popular 
opinion rapidly changed as the discussion of the subject con- 
tinued; and the general clamour gradually subsided into 

uiescent silence. 
Ana two of contemporary history illustrate most 
forcibly the maxim for which we have so often contended in 
these columns :—that a Government which is ble, and dares 
to be honest, will always be successful in the end. Courage and 
conscientiousness are the main elements of Ministerial strength. 
It is only when the Government is manifestly ignorant and timid 
— when it either has no clear convictions or dares not act up to 
them—that the country becomes anxious, distrustful, and inter- 
fering. It leaves itself willingly enough in the hands of men who 
have shown that they believe what they profess, know what they 
are about, and will do what they think right. It is impossible 
to avoid constantly snatching the reins out of cowardly or feeble 
hands: but when they are held firmly, boldly, and wisely, Eng- 
lishmen readily resign themselves to the pleasure of being driven 
along a broad road to a safe and honourable goal. 


RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 


WE regret that it is out of our power to make any statement of a 
| satisfactory nature on the Eastern question. The Emperor of 
| Russia has refused to adopt the verbal modifications made by the 
| Porte in the note which the Four Powers recommended as the 
| means of settlement, and which, as they agreed to it, was 

sanctioned by Russia. Again the whole dispute is open to 

negociation. What they might recommend, the Emperor would 
probably adopt, but he will take nothing apparently from the 

Sultan. Unfortunately all parties have treated the Sultan 

too much like a dependent Prince, and did not condescend 

to obtain his sanction to the note before it was sub- 

mitted to the Emperor, and now the Emperor will not 
| agree to the few verbal alterations made in it for the 
; honour of the Sultan by his Ministers. Austrian dip- 
| lomacy appears to have been haughty and in error. 
| British diplomacy has been staightforward, consistent, and dig- 
| nified. Elsewhere we insert an excellent dispatch from the 
| Earl of Clarendon, uniting as much firmness with as much 
| moderation as were ever conjoined in any similar docu- 
| ment. Pity only that such excellent exertions should not 
| have more speedily led to the complete settlement of the 
| question. The delay has allowed the religious feelings of 
| the rude people in both empires to be excited, and both scem pre- 
| pared to enter into what is for each a holy war. Already the 
| Sultan's army has become the refuge for much of the discontented 
| military talent of Europe, and promises to supply it, in an enthu- 
| siastic soldiery, with the most powerfal means possible for military 
| skill to work with. If the contest could be confined to the Mus- 
| sulmans and the worshippers of the Emperor, te whom Prince 
| Gortschakoff appeals, we should have less apprehensions and less 


regret at the prospect of their coming to blows after all the 
' trouble taken to prevent it; bit war in the East will kindle, we 
| fear, turbulent hopes and political and religious strife throughout 
| Europe. Nevertheless, we cannot believe that barbarism will, 
even for a short time, recover any ascendancy ; and, though Europe 
may be again convulsed, it will be only, we trust, for a brief 
| season, to become more Guiet, peaceable, and commercial than 
|; ever.

SPANISH BARBARISM. 
| A CORRESPONDENCE between the Court of Spain and our Am- 
| bassador at Madrid, Lord Howden, on the subject of an English 
| burial-ground near that city, has just appeared, and cannot fail 
| to revive in all their bitterness those feelings of disgust and in- 
digsation with which all the events of our connection with that 
miserable country for the last fifty years are calculated to inspire 
us. Since the beginning of the century our intercourse with 
Spain has been Ove long series of costly and invaluable services 
on our side and of the blackest ingratitude and unfaithfulness on 
hers. We comqnered back her independence ; we replaced her 
dynasty ; we established her existing constitution ; we supported 
her weakness; we granted her large subsidies; we lent her 
large loans ;—while she has disgraced our alliance, violated her 
engagements, insulted our representatives, and now accords to 
us the burial of our dead in a manner more insolent and brutal 
than even a refusal. When Napoleon overran Spain, expelled 
the Bourbo"s, and placed bis brother on the vacated throne, we 
sent our a: mies to the rescue of the trampled people ; we lavished 
on them vast treasures both in money, arms, clothing, and pro- 
visions; we paid, fed, armed, and habited their troops ; we 
foucat for them ; we bled for them, both literally and 
metaphorically; for five years the blood of our bravest men 
watered their fields ; the genius of our greatest generals was 
employed in fighting their battles; we expelled the enemy from 
their land; and reconquered for them the freedom which they 
could not maintain for themselves. And what was their conduct 
during this difficult and sanguivary struggle ? They wasted the 
Stores we had sent, and jobbed away the subsidies we granted ; 
they shrank from our side in the day of battle ; they tarnished 
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our trophies in the hour of victory ; they refused to assist our 
wearied soldiers in succouring the wounded or in burying the 
dead, but plundered the one and deserted the other; they would 
neither supply our troops with food, nor our hospitals with 
necessaries for the sicki; they fled with ignominy at the first 
appearance of danger, but resumed all the imbecile arrogance of 
their nation the moment the pressure of urgent. terror wag 
withdrawn. After the terrible battle of Albuera, which the 
English fought, while Blake and his Spaniards looked on or gave 
way, and’ when only one-fourth of our men were left standing, 
the savage old ruffian actually refused to give any assistance in car. 
rying the wounded men off the field. The conduct of the Spanish 
Government was nearly as bad as that of the armies ;—and 
throughout the whole of that memorable contest English patience 
and forbearance was even more wonderful than English valour, 
When the war was near its termination, and the last campaign 
in the Pyrenees was won, and the allied forces entered France 
as conquerors, the conduct of the Spanish troops was s0 
infamous and disorderly that Wellington, to avoid the disgrace 
of such companionship, was obliged to send them all back over 
the frontier : they could not fight, but they could plunder, assas- 
sinate, and ravage. 

When the civil war broke out between Don Carlos and the pre- 
sent Queen of Spain—between the bigoted and the liberal par- 
ties in Spain, if any party there can deserve the latter name— 
the whole weight of our encouragement and influence was given 
to the Constitutionalists; and to the efforts of General Evans’ 
legion of British volunteers, they mainly owed their success, 
But the Spaniards treated our soldiers then much as they treated 
them in the previous Peninsular war; and the very Queen who 
owes her throne to our exertions and our aid, now actually forbids 
us to bury our countrymen with the decent formalities of their 
religion. In every other Catholic country the authorities have 
behaved like gentlemen and Christians ;—even in Rome itself the 
Pope has assigned us a suitable cemetery and sanctions the public 
performance of the sacred rites of interment. But a Catholic 
Monarch is more intolerant than the Catholic Pontiff; and it is 
reserved for Spain to display a bigoted brutality which renders 
her the Great Blot upon the existing civilisation of the world. 
It is the same in her colonies as in Spain herself: in every land 
where she bears sway, our dead countrymen are either buried 
on the shore beneath the tide, or thrust out upon some unpro- 
tected waste where the vulture and the wild dog may fatten on 
their remains. And Englishmen endure this, and have long 
endured it, at the hands of a people who owe to us, not only their 
present dynasty, but even their national existence! 

But this is not the only count of our indictment against Spain 
and Spaniards. They are as faithless as they are ungratefal; they 
are as ungentlemanly in their pecuniary asin their military con- 
duct : they neither keep their promises, nor pay their debts. We 
have lent them large sums of money on the faith of the national 
honour, and can now recover little. of the interest and none at 
all of the principal. ‘ Spanish Bonds” have become, even more 
than Pennsylvania Stock, a bye-word for an insecure and hopeless 
investment, But this is not all. We have long had solemn 
engagements with Spain for the suppression of the slave trade— 
engagements which she has systematically evaded in the most 
shameless manner. We paid her large sums—in all nearly half 
a million of money—on condition that she and all her depen- 
dencies should entirely and for ever renounce and put down that 
infamous traffic. She pocketed the money, and laughed at the 
condition; and from that day to this the Spanish flag has been 
the great slave-trader, and the Spanish colony of Cuba the great 
receptacle for slaves. Yet while she treat us thus insolently and 
dishonourably, she relies on our friendshipS and even counts on 
our alliance to preserve to her that very ;colony in which she 
outrages and flouts us every day. If America should at any 
period attack Cuba, Englishmen and English money will be 
expected to defend it ; and we may find ourselves involved in a 
war to retain for Spain that very dependancy which enables her to 
reb us and insult us by repudiating her purchased promises and 
her sacred obligations. 

One thing the painful and humiliating history of our diplomatic 
intercourse with Spain—crowned, as it has just now been, by this 
scandalous correspondence about the cemetery of Madrid—clearly 
demonstrates ;—the falsity, namely, of the charge which is so 
often made against England both by foreigners and by grumblers 
at home, that she is prone to bully and override weaker nations. 
Here is a nation in point of actual strength the feeblest and most j 
contemptible in Europe,—yet from which we have submitted, and 
continue to submit, to treatment which the most powerful nation in 
her greatest glory never dreamed of offering us. We saved her 
and made her, and she repaid us with faithless ingratitude,—yet 
we bore all with scarcely a remonstrance. She dismissed our 
Ambassador with insult,—yet we were contented with a tardy 
and imperfect apology. She borrowed money and neglects to 
pay the interest,—and we quietly wait till it may suit her to 
become repentant and honest. We make a distinct bargain with 
her: she pockets the purchase money, and refuses the fulfilment 
of the bargain ;—we protest, indeed, but still we submit year 
after year to the audacious and profligate knavery. And now she 
insolently permits us to bury our dead, provided we will do it ia 
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silence, and neglect,—and we grumble, indeed, but 
| submit again. And we bear all this from a nation so completely 
| in our power, that, if we were to take our stand upon strict 
} justice and enforce our rights by the strong hand, she must at 
I ‘once concede whatever we should demand :—nay, if we were 
| simply to withdraw our countenance and protection, she would 
instantly lose the last remaining gem of her vast diadem of 
colonies, and sink into the most hopeless insignificance. Truly, 
we have, in this case at least, been forbearing to a degree which 
jg neither wisdom nor virtue, but foolish and unprofitable mag- 


nanimity. ie 


AGRICULTURAL MEETINGS. 


One of the extraordinary signs of the times is, that the landlords 
and’ farmers almost cease to hold meetings, and when they do 
meet they have ceased to grumble. The complaints they now 
make, when such a thing as a complaint is heard, are not for 
themselves, but for their suffering country and for the depressed 
and injured manufacturing interest. Within the last ten days 
poth Snffolk and Bucks have met, and great orators and great 
jeaders—Mr Disraeli and Sir Fitzroy Kelly—bave appeared on 
the scene ; and at both there was more rejoicing than complaint, 
more admonitions torely on self exertions than recommendations to 
‘back Protection, more.efforts made to conciliate and serve the 
jabourers than influence legislation. 
At Aylesbury, on Weduesday, Mr Lovett, the treasurer of 
“the Bucks Agricultural Association,” with that genuine philan- 
| thropy which takes care of other people even in the midst of its 
own sufferings, did moan a little over our well-supplied country 
| being now dependent on foreigners, though the countries that 
‘remain proudly and nobly independent are almost destitute of 
food, are obliged to suspend their beloved protection laws, and 
appeal to foreigners for a supply, which they fiud them- 
selves very much straitened to pay for. The merchants of this 
dent country are able to supply foreigners with food, and 
make money by the transaction. Skilled labour being of more 
value in the general markets of the world than the rade labour of 
agricultural countries, in fact and by nature, though not by legis- 
lation, they become actually dependent on England. She is the 
general creditor. They are almost all her debtors, and-so far her 
dependents ; and, though it be not a case for the bambailiff or 
municipal laws, the moral sense enforces the obligation. Mr 
Lovett “wished the meeting”’—the farmers and gentlemen of 
Bucks—‘‘ to consider whether France or America received our 
“manufactured goods in the same spirit with which we received 
“their grain.” As Mr Lovett cannot gramble for the farmers, with 
trae philanthropy he grumbles for the manufacturers, and would 
probably set diplomacy or ships of war at work oa their behalf, to 
make the Americans and the French good Free-traders. Mr 
Lovett’s sentiments are in themselves only trifling and ridiculous, 
bat they are important as a sign of the present contentment of 
the agriculturists with Free ‘Lrade, su far as they are coneernad, 
and to what unobserviug conclusions the grumbling, discontented 
habits of Protectionists can lead them. 


At the Suffolk meeting the principal thing of importance dwelt 
on was the scarcity of labour. Earl Stradbroke, the chairman, 
rather deplored the old policy of his class in having promoted 
emigration and pulled down cottages, and his chief recommenda- 
tion was, by building comfortable cottages for the labourers and 
otherwise paying them attention, to attach them again to the soil 
and its owners. The repentance of the Noble Lord and his class 
for many wrongs done to those whom they continue to treat too 
mach as serfs comes, we are afraid, rather late. With Australia 
and America open to the industrious Englishman, the way thither 
having been pointed out by Lord Stradbroke and others, and a 
home prepared for him by pauper friends and relatives, something 
more, we apprehend, than snug cottages and even 10s or 12s a 
week will be hereafter required to purchase his services. What- 
ever may be in the future, we praise Lord Stradbroke’s present 
plans for the labourers, in contrast to the plans, in times not very 
remote, adopted by him and other landowners to clear their 
estates of the peasantry. 

A similar desire to conciliate the labourers was noticed at 
Aylesbary. Mr Disraeli wholly laid aside the politician and as- 
sumed the character of the benevolent landlord of the last age; 
aixious to encourage population and promote steady service. 
Phe Right Hon. Gentleman’s prize of 5/ was divided between 
* William Lambonrne, of Ratclive, 2/ 10s, for having had born to 
* him in lawfal wedlock eleven children, and brought up nine wish- 
“out parochial relief ; William Thorne, of Hulcott, 1/ 10s, for having 
‘had born to him in lawful wedlock seven children, and brought 
“them all up without parochial relief; and John Burnell, of 

Hardwick, 11, for having had born to bim in lawful wedlock 
four children, and brought them all up without parochial 
telief.” How benevolent and wise to give three agricultural 
urérs 5/ amongst them for having had twenty-two children 
in lawful wedlock! But something else was rewarded :-— 
First prize of 81 to Samuel King, of Waddesdon, for having 
lived as hired servant with Mr Thomas Bliss for ten years ; 
Second prize of 2/ to Gibbs, of Westbury, for having 
lived as hired servant with Mr William Salmon for nine years. 
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** First prize of 31 to Alice Harris, of Ashendon, for having lived — 

“as hired servant with Mr J. B. Malins for twenty-five years ; 

‘* second prize of 21 to Mary Tubb, of Fleet Marston, for having 

. lived as hired servant with Mr John Ledbrook for twenty-two 
ears.’ 

On the subject of giving such prizes the Right Hon. Gentleman 
was, as usual, extremely eloquent. ‘‘ Not a shepherd, or plough- 
man, or dairymaid,” he said, * enters that room to receive the 
‘“‘ reward, who does not comprehend that it is offered to them in 
‘* consequence of their moral conduct, and as a reward for their 
“* skill and assiduity. They feel that they leave the room, after 
‘“‘ having received that public recognition of their conduct, 
‘* elevated in their sphere ; and I know that our friends here, 
‘“‘ who have received the uniform of the society as an honourable 
** recognition of their labours, will go toe church in the green 
‘coats you have given them with the same pride—the same 
‘* rational pride—as the nobleman will go to Court in a blue 
‘‘ riband, if he has merited that badge. The principle that 
** dictates the reward is exactly the same.” To all that we make 
no objection ; but its application equally to men with twenty-two 
children born in wedlock—to dairymaids and bired men-servants 
who have lived five, ten, and twenty years with a single master 
or mistressas bachelors or spinsters—seems strange. We are 
puzzled to know what particular morality is to be encouraged— 
the morality of living single in service, or the morality of gettin 
married and rearing a family without coming on the parish 
Both might, indeed, serve the purpose of the prize donors, and 
begin and end in supplying them with good labourers and good 
servants, Constancy, too, equally in wedlock aad in service, it 
is right to encourage ; but if the principle which dictates parish 
and national rewards he the same, the Right Hon. Gentleman 
must have been struck with the contrast between Alice 
Harris, who served one master for twenty-five years, and himself, 
who had served neither master nor priaciple with any constancy, 
except the principle of his own selfishness, for half of that 
period. The approbation of others —“ what others feel, 
‘“* what others think”—is, as the Right Hon. Gentleman implied, |} 
whether exhibited in a “ green coat’ or a blue riband, they 
most ennobling of all rewards ; and with his great talents, the |; 
world will conclude, were he eadowed with only half the con- ff 
stancy and consistency of Alice Harris, he might now be 
decorated with the blue riband of pablic confidence, and be 
serving the couutry in a high public office. 





FREE TRADE IN INNKEEPING. 


ENGLAND is ringing from end to end with complaints against 
publicans. Innkeepers’ charges, like cab fares-a few months ago, 
are now fiercely assailed. Political grievances being happily 
small, gentlemen are at leisure to attend to social grievances, and 
the impulse that leads to complaint will be the herald of im- 
provement. Happy the nation in which that is the princi- 
pal subject of popular clamour, and which has time and 
inclination—being neither disturbed by war nor irritated by 
hunger—to attend to such domestic matters. It is not now 
to be noticed for the first time that our moral aspirations 
after a better state are the parents of great social changes; 
and the general indignation now expressed at frauds in 
hotels seem not unlikely to lead’ to a general repression of fraud. 
To put that effectually down, which penal laws and religious 
teaching have failed to accomplish, is now much required among 
us; for most people are aware that the conduct complained of in 
innkeepers is only the rank shoot of a national vice. We should tike 
tosee the signatures of the numerous complainants of hotel charges. 
Our contemporary, who has received from all parts of England 400 
letters on the subject, and who is farnished with the real name 
and address of every complainant, will perhaps promote the 
cause of truth and national virtue by stating something of the 
classes from which they come. We should like to be informed 
how many of them come from tradesmen of some other class, who 
have no scruple in imposing bad cloth or bad leather on their 
cnstomers, and charging exorbitant prices for bad workmanship. 
There are numberless establishments conducted with great 
splendour, where the unwary of nearly all descriptions are “ taken 
in and done for,” the chiefs of which make long summer jaunts, and, 
apeing gentility, are very init be fleeced by innkeepers, and 
then complain to the Zimes. e should like to know, also, how 
many of the complainants may be high clerks in public offices, 
hoisted into their places by dint of Parliamentary corruption, and 
continually defrauding the public of large salaries, which their in- 
efficiency and their idleness prevent them from honestly earning. 
There are perhaps amongst thecomplainers some half-pay captains 
or admirals —scions of nobility —who, without ha ormed any 
service, have been promoted by interest, and have lived for a long 
life, without having, rendered any cor g services, on the 





ublic. There may be, too, some plaralists or rich canons who 
os acquired wealthy places in cathedral and other churches 
on pretences that are quite as hollow and fraudulent as the inn- 
keepers’ substitution of a pint of Marsala for a bottle of sherry, 
Or, perbaps, some of the complainers may belong to that class 
of the ariatoeracy which for years levied heavy taxes on the 
people's food on pretence of secaring them a large supply, which 
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experience has demonstrated they miserably curtailed. But 
whether we are ever informed or not of the character and attributes 
of these special complainers, there can be no doubt that the ex- 
cessive charges of innkeepers on false pretences, or the practice 
of requiring large remuneration for inadequate and sham services, 
and com g it wherever the power exists, is a national vice. 
Carried to excess by one class, it now excites almost universal 
reprobation, and is likely, therefore, to be generally amended, 
though the amendment begin with innkeepers. 

For their conduct we see an explanation, though not an excuse. 
Many of the frequenters of inns and hotels are necessarily of the 
“ Mi Lord” order, such as were known on the Continent—gen- 
tlemen who took no thought of money, but delighted in gene- 
rously squandering it. Such customers drilled hotelkeepers into 
an easy disregard of strict honesty, and helped much to beget 
in them the overcharges complained of by a more calculating and 
frugal, if not a more honest, generation. Many innkeepers, too, 
have but a season for work, while establishments on which taxes, 
&c., are paid, must be kept up through the year, and fearing a short 
and sometimes a failing harvest, they charge unnecessarily high 
when their harvests,—or travellers,—are abundant. Late 
changes, too, in the direction of roads have made sad havoc with 
their wayside properties, and those who have suffered may not un- 
naturally think they ought to recover from the travelling public, 
enabled to economise in other directions. Besides, every kind of 
payment and expenditure—rent, taxes, profits—are all on a gigantic 
scale here compared to the Continent, and make the comparison be- 
twixt inns here and abroad not fair, unless such different circum- 
stauces are taken into consideration. When all these things are 
allowed for, it must be remembered that innkeeping is one of the 
few licensed trades in this country, while on the Continent, 
as the rule, all trades are equally licensed, and that an exclusive 
grant of licenses is very like a permission to pillage. It is said 
so to operate with great brewers and distillers. Inns and hotels 
being looked after by the excise, by justices, and the police, the 
proprietors may naturally think that all which they may do for 
their own advantage, not censured by their licensers, is lawful. 
Then their superiors, the justices, are accused—and we are afraid 
with some truth—of jobbing in licenses, and the traveller has 
sometimes to pay for the advantage of his worship or his de- 

pendents, as well as for the advantage of the innkeeper. All 
these circumstances may serve to explain the particular extortions 
of the publicans where they surpass other extortioners, but they 
excuse none ; and we should hope that all may receive a check 
from the hateful example now exposed te public indignation. 
_ The best cure, we must say as good Free-traders, would be found 
in carrying into all trades and all departments the admirable prin- 
ciple of “‘ unrestricted competition.” Already, it is said, confec- 
tioners are offering—though they dare not sell wines, nor spirituous 
liquors, nor beer—accommodation to travellers. Temperance 
hotels have probably no need of licenses. If it were possible, 
with a due regard to the interests of the revenue, to set the trade 
of the publican wholly free—free alike from the jobbery ot justices, 
the trammels of the excise, and the inspection of the police—we 
should apprehend that competition would again, and everywhere, 
make the lens of England superior to those of the Continent. In 
former times they enjoyed a great reputation. An English inn 
was about as pleasant a place to “‘ take one’s ease” at as could be 
devised or desired ; and unrestricted competition might restore 
their lost honour. Common consent now confers on the Ameri- 
can hotels, which enjoy perfect freedom, a reputation similar to 
that once enjoyed by our own; and we are warranted, therefore, 
in expecting a cure for aeavdadines and incivility from publicity 
| and unrestricted competition. Back to protecticn for corn it is 
impossible to go, and some kind of policy based on principle we 
must necessarily have. There seems no alternative, therefore, 
but to go forward steadily in the career which run down the 
Corn Laws, and has ever sivce assured us internal tranquillity and 
continued prosperity. We must have unrestricted competition 
in every branch of business. Hotel-keeping, with beer-brewing 
and licensing public-houses, is a favourable one on which to 
prosecute the great experiment.

THE LESSON FOR THE PEOPLE. 


Ir is apparently a part of the Registrar-General’s business to 
notice the circumstances of the time, and admonish the people 
accordingly. “It is right,” he says, in his last weekly report of 
the health of London, “ under the circumstances, to reiterate the 
“ cautions which were given in August. All persons, whether 
* children or adults, who suffer from diarrhoea should forthwith 
“ apply for medical advice. And no time should be lost in puttin 
“ our sanatory defences in a sound state.” At present, mo 
circumstances are quite as peculiar as physical circumstances ; 
and yet, as far as we can observe, those who aspire to fulfil the 
high function of supervising the moral health of the community 
have not adapted their recommendations to existing circumstances. 
The Registrar-General, and all who look after the bodily health of 
the comm , distinctly announce that old practices and rules 
will not serve in our now crowded cities. Narrow streets and lofty 
houses prevent the circulation of air, breed pestilence, and are 
discountenanced. The courts and alleys that (with all, and more 
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than all, their present filth) have existed for ages, are cleared 
out or swept away. Places from which the light has long been 
carefully excluded, are opened to the sun’s beams and white- 
washed. Refuse, instead of being allowed to fester in the 
streets and highways, is carried off. Diet is attended to. Fresh 
meat, fresh vegetables, and fresh bread are recommended in. 
stead of the salted meats, the stale fish, and the dry moulded 
crusts, or meal mixed with water, which used to be the food of 
the multitude. Temperance is enjoined in place of that indol- 
gence in wine and spirits which was the pride and glory of our 
grandfathers 

It is never for one moment supposed by the professors of sana- 
tory science that the knowledge and practice extant in the reign 
of George III, and still less that extant in the reign of 
William TIL, and still less that extant in the reign of Henry IIL., 
and still less the knowledge and practices of the Romans, the 
and the pastoral tribes who preceded them, are proper guides forthem, 
Nor do statesmen, though much more bound by traditionary pre- 
cepts and rules than sanatory professors, neglect to adapt their 
conduct to circumstances, though they are often sorely ham 
by their respect and reverence for antiquity. The main principle 
which guides them is expediency ; and they expressly disavow 
and discard the narrow principles of morality derived from anti- 
quity as the bases of policy. All the mercantile classes—all the 
builders, contractors, railway makers, and engineers—all the suc- 
cessful men of society, do in like manner—preserving some 
respect for the past, but sifting its experience, so as to separate, 
as far as they can, its errors, its passions, and its prejudices, from 
what is always true—regulate their conduct by attending chiefly 
to present circumstances, and by the enlarged knowledge of the 
time ; and only by that method, can they or any classes succeed 
on the earth. 

It is precisely the same with the bulk of the community. The 

wet and cold summer which has given a lesson to princes, and 
has compelled them almost throughout Europe to abrogate re- 
strictions, is not devoid of instruction for the people. They feel it 
at once in a rise of price. An admonition is given to be careful 
and economical. They are not always to be prosperous. Those 
who carry on business by credit learn that money is not always 
to be at two per cent., and have their operations restricted 
by a rise in the rate of discount. As that takes place the 
demand for labour will be slackened, the present relative position 
of employers and labourers may be changed, and those who are 
not frugal in prosperity may suffer want and degradation. It may 
be difficult for classes too much accustomed to have their conduct 
prescribed by regulations, and to look more to them than the 
lessons of Nature, to attend to her teaching, but her voice will in 
the end be obeyed ; and it is now the business of those who under- 
take the task, or are appointed to guide the multitude, to interpret 
her decrees to them, and impress those decrees on their under- 
standings) : 

Woe will not say in detail what are the moral admonitions now 
most needed. To respect the truth, to respect a neighbour's pro- 
perty, and covet nothing which is his, to be honest and just, are 
rules applicable to all times ; but even those whose chief duty it is 
to enforce such rules do not hope to succeed on the earth by 
merely observing them. They diligently study the temper of the 
age, and profit by all the changes in circumstances to extend 
theirown power. As the pulpit has ceased to collect around it 
every inhabitant of every parish, they use the Press for their pur- 
poses, and call together public meetings when they have mission- 
ary or church objects to promote. It has always been the case 
that those most interested in impressing on the people a venera- 
tion exclusively for the past, have sought their own success by 
studying present circumstances. The people and their instructors 
must act on the same principle, and, preserving a due respect for 
the knowledge acquired by past generations, must find in present 
circumstances and in the regular course of Nature the rule of their 
conduct. 

The reports of the Registrar-General have informed us statis- 
tically—and we believe every man may have observed it in his 
own sphere—that marriages are very numerous. The increase 
is probably not greater in the upper and middle classes than 
usual, and takes place chiefly in the lowerclasses. It is the na- 
tural result of their improved condition. They have acted on 
circumstances. At present there are still sufficient openings for 
the extension of trade to justify them; but the check already 
given to progress, and checks which may arise from political 

causes, in operation both abroad and at home, imply that in- 
creased caution is necessary in contracting marri To rear 
the children who come in process of time to be competitors 
for employment with their parents keeps them poor, and the 
increase in their numbers—Nature’s prompting—helps to preserve 
that subservient and dependent position, against which strikes 
and all similar proceedings are directed. ere is some reason 
to believe, from the number of loan societies, offices, and 
clubs, that, in conjunction with the increase of marriages, 
the people are rather encouraged by some of their advisers 
and pretended friends to be extravagant than frugal. The 
many means of amusement thrown in their way lead to the 
same end. They are sometimes the substitute for sottishness, 
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| put they are sometimes the stimulus to unwarrantable expenses.

Hand needs not to be excited, however desirable it is 
| jegislative obstacles, and all obstacles founded on customs not 
| reconcileable with Natare, nor taught by her daily and invariable

i ment. It can be as little the duty of State to provide amusement, 
h supposed to be civilising, as to provide food for the people ; 
ry their present circumstances it may be doubtful whether

At any rate the little check given to prosperity by 
lg wet season should now warn all against promoting or encou- 

unnecessary consumption. Without entering further into 
c¢ details, we shall only insist on guiding the people in the 
| tafter moral good by the same rule, which is so clearly 
} announced by the Registrar-General, and is adopted by states- 
| men, the clergy, and all successful classes. The knowledge of 
ia past age, however far from or near to’ the present, is not a 

sufficient nor a proper rule for conduct now. 








CALIFORNIA. 
i Ix our delight at discovering in Australia a California of our own, 
we have almost forgotten the great source of all the modern ex- 
citement concerning gold. Yet California continues in the fifth 
year of its existence as a gold country to pour ont treasures with 
i unabated force. The produce in the present year to the end of 


August, as far as it is vouched for by the official accounts of the 
pl at the United States mints (only a small portion of the 


deposits at which come from any other source than Cali- 
), is upwards of 6,000,000 dols more than to the same 
iod in 1852, and upwards of 10,000,000 dols more than to the same 
in 1851, It has already added at least 40,000,000/ of gold 
i to the stock of the world, or probably as much as one-tenth part of 
| the whole previously existing stock ; and is consequently playing 
| a most important part in those monetary changes which perplex 





monarchs, bankers, rentiers, and financiers. It is otherwise a 
i} marvellous place, and—hardly known six years ago—is already 

remarkable for the extent of its trade, and for collecting in its 

harbours as many different national vessels, and from as many 
} different places, as the Hudson or the Thames. It has already 
} become a Federal State of the Union, and promises in time to rival 
| OF surpass the most populous of its Eastern predecessors. 

Its white population, according to the census of 1852, is 
| 264,435, distributed over thirty-three counties. Since the close 
of 1852 it has received a large accession of inhabitants overland 
| from the other States, and no inconsiderable number of immi- 
} grants from various places by sea. From a late number of 
Current and Shipping List of San Francisco, we extract 
} the following movement of the seaborne population since the 
| beginuing of the year. It is curious, from showing the many

that new trade isso much new employment found for capital, 
and a great. deal of the new gold divcovered in Californie and 
Australia is required and used to carry it on. There is not a 
ship-master and scarcely a sailor who goes abroad but takes with 
him a few coins, and the more these distant voyages, and 
voyages to countries where agency is not always very certainly 
established, are undertaken, the more will the precious metals 
be required in them. At many places where Bank notes and 
credits are of very little avail, dollars and “ ounces” are well known 
and eagerly sought after; and a small part at least of the newly- 
found gold is employed in the new trade which has grown up 
from its discovery. 

We have noticed, a feature or two of California, that it 
may not be wholly forgotten in the, for us, nearer and greater 
splendour of our own gold colonies.

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After reading these tables, remembering, too, that gold is not. 
the only valuable article exported from Austrelia, there can be no 
doubt, we presume, that Australia will be well able to pay for all 
the exports hitherto made to it, and thatall the trade thither 
will in the end be extremely advantageous :— 

The apparent produce of gold by escorts in the firet four months of this year 
is 767,727 ounces, or an average of 45,160 ounees per week, while the quantity 
brought in by escorts daring the same time last year was only 238,718 ounces, 
or an average of 14,042 ounces pes week, ITence the average weekly increase 
during the first 17 weeks (four month+) of this year, as compared with the 
same time last year, is 31,118 ounces, or 221 per cent. 

In addition to the above, table returns have been sent of the quantities of 
Victoria gold brought to the various ports during the first three weeks in May, 
being the latest date to which the totals had been made up. From these it 
appears that the amount for the weeks ending respectively May 7th, 14th, and 
21at,—were 40,406 ounces, 45,008 ounces, and 29,232 ounces, the average being 
38,215 ounces, showing an increase on the production in the preceding month, 
the weekly average of which was 82,816 ounces. In this case the figures of the 
corresponding weeks of May, 1852, have not been furnished. 

Another table gives the shipments of golddust during the first four months of 
1853 as compared with the like period of 1852, distinguishing the vessels and 
also the ports of departure, from which it will be seen that in both years the 
largest export took place in January, and the smallest in April :—

The quantity of gold brought by escorts in the first four months of last year 
was 238,718 ounces, and the exports amounted to 666,732 ounces; while in 
the same time of this year they are respectively 767,727 ounces, and 1,251,476 
ounces; the increase by escorts in the first four months of this year being 
529,009 ounces, and the exporte 584,744 ounces. 

[The exports subsequently to the date of the above table—namely, from the 
lst to the 17th of May—have been 16,431 ownces by the Island Home, from 
Geelong to London; 12,585 by the Harbinger, from Sydney; about 112,000 
by ditto, from Melbourne ; and 10,000 by the Calcutta, from Melbourne.) _ 

It will be noticed that the table of exports shows a total for the four months 
much larger than that of the gold brought by e+cort from the Victoria mines. 
The exports, however, are influenced by tue large additional quantities brought 
by private hand, while they also include the produce of the mines of New 
South Wales. They depend likewise on the course of trade and the number of 
vessels availabie, and, therefore, the returns with regard to them for any ove 
period cannot be relied upon as affording positive indications either of the ex- 
isting rate of production or the probable sbipments that may be made at any 
other time. Supposing, however, the first four months of the year could be 
taken as a fair basis for an estimate of the whole twelve, the aggregate to be 
expected would be 14,586,411. 








RUSSIA AND TURKEY... 
THE EARL OF CLARENDON TO SIR G. H. SEYMOUR. 
Foreign Office, July 16, 1853. 
Sir,—Baron Brunnow has communicated to me the circular de- 
spatch dated the 20-h June (20d July), which Count Nesselrode has 
addressed to the Russian Missions, ‘ : 
It is difficult to express the astonishment and regret with which 
Her Majesty’s Government have read in this despatch the deelaration 
that the Principalities have been invaded and occupied in consequence 
of England and France having disregarded the recommendauups of 
the Russian Goverument, and having sent their fleets to the waters 
ot Turkey. . ; 
The passages of the despatch which contain this extraordipary

With respect to the first passage, I have to observe that Count 
Nesselrode’s despatch of June | to Baron Brunnow was not commu- 
nicated to Her Majesty's Government till June 8, and, therefore, the 
order sent a week before to Admiral Dandas to proceed to the 
neighbourhood of the Dardanelles was not issued in disregard, as 
Count Nesselrode’s circular affirms, of considerations brought to the 
knowledge of the British Government. But, even if the case had 
been otherwise, and no orders had been issued, it was impossible for 
Her Majesty’s Government to suppose that the threat to occupy the 
Principalities would be rendered null by the Porte accepting the 
terms which a few days before it had unhesitatingly rejected ; and on 
the 8th of June, therefore, Her Majesty’s Government were com- 
pelled to consider the occupation of the Principalities inevitable ; 
and they conclude that the Cabinet of St Petersburg is not now pre- 
pared to admit thatthe note of Count Nesselrode to Redschid Pasha 
contained an empty menace, the execution of which was never 
seriously contemplated. Bat, in fact, Count N esselrode’s note of 
May 31, communicating the hostile intentions of Russia, would of 
itself have been sufficient to justify Her Majesty's Government in 
taking measures for the protection of Turkey. 

I shall now proceed to place on record at what time and for what 
reasons the British fleet was sent to the Turkish waters. 

Prince Menschikoff, acting, it must be assumed, on the orders of 
his Government, stated in his note of the 5th of May, of which a 
copy was received in London on the 18th of May, that any further 
delay in answering his proposals respecting the Greek Church could 
only be considered by him as “un manque de procédés envers son 
Gouvernement, ce qui lui imposerait les plus péaibles obligations.” 

Again, in his note of the llthof May, a copy of which was re- 
ceived in London on the 30th May, Prince Menschikoff seys, that in

It is thus clearly established that the British feet was not sent to 
the waters of Turkey in disregard of considerations submitted to Her 
Majesty's Government by the Cabinet of St Petersburg, and that on 
the day before the instructions to Lord Stratford de Redcliffe left 
London the decision to oceupy the Principalities was taken by the 
Russian Government; and I say that decision was taken, because 
the Russian Government could never for one moment seriously have 
expected the submission of the Ports to the«terms “sans variante,” 
that a regard for its own dignity and security had a few days before 
compelled it to decline, Yet Count Nesselrode, in his circular de- 
spatch of July 2 affirms that the presence of the English and French 
fleets in the Bay of Besika has maialyprovoked and fully justifies the 
occupation of the Principalities; he insists that they are in sight of the 
capital, from which they are nearly 200 miles distant, and that their 
maritime occupation of the Turkish waters and ports can only be ba. 
lanced by a military position on the part of Russia. 

But Her Majesty’s Government must, in the strongest terms, pro- 
test against this assertion; and they deny that any resemblance 
exists between the position of the combined fl-ets in Besika Bay 
and that of the Russian armies in the Principalities. The fleets 
have the same right to anchor in Besika Bay as in any port in the 
Mediterranean. Their presence there violates no treaty and no ter- 
ritory ; it infringes no international law; it is no menace to Turkish 
independence, and it assuredly ought to be no cause of offence to 
Russia; whereas by occupying the Principalities, Russia does violate 
the territory of the Sultan and the special treaty which regards that 
portion of his dominion. It isan infraction of the laws of nations, and 
an act of direct hostility against the Sultan, which he would be 
Justified in meeting by a declaration of war, and by a requisition to 
the allied squadrons to come up to Constantinople for his defence ; 
and, lastly, it is an act so dangerous as a precedent, and so violent 
on the part of a powerful State towards one whose very weakness 
should be its protec $n, that thrcughout Europe it has created feelings 
of alarm and reprobation. To admit ¢hat any similarity existe, or 
that any comparison can with truth be established between the posi- 
tion of the English and French fleets outside the Dardane)les and that 
rg Russian armies withio the Principalities, is manifestly impos- 
sible. 

It is with deep regret that Her Majesty’s Government thus find 
themselves compelled to record their opinions upon the recent inva- 
sion of the Tarkish territory ; but they consider that the withholdin 
of those opinions would be an abandonment of duty on their part, an 
might render it difficult for them hereafter to interfere in defence and 
support of treaties which constitute the international law of Europe 
and which are the only effectual guarantees of general peace and 
of the rights of nations. 

The sufferings which the occupation of the Principslities must entail 
upon the inhabitants will, doubiless, be much alleviated by the 
Rassian Government taking upon itself the entire charge of that oc- 
cupation. 

As 1 have so often, and at such length, disctissed the demands of 
Russia upon the Porte, it is hardly necessary for me to remark upon 
the other portions of Count Nesselrode’s circular despatch, which, in 
fact, adduces no new fact or argument in support of those demands, 
I must, however, express the conviction of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment that the Cabinet of St Petersburg is altogother mistaken when 
it affirms that the Porte is indisposed to satisfy the just claims of 
Rassia, or desires to shrink from its existing engagements with 
Russia. If this were correct, such influence as Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment may possess, would be exercised to bring the Porte toa 
proper sense of its obligations; but they are as unaware of such 
breach of engagement on the part of the Porte as they are of those 
numerous arbitrary acts of the Ottoman Government, which, it is 
said, recently infringed the rights of the Greek Church, and 
threatened utterly to annihilate the order of things sanctioned by 
ages, and so lear to the orthodox faith. 

Russia claims for her “ co-religionnaires” in the East the strict 
status quo, and the maintenance of the privileges they have enjoyed 
under the protection of their Sovereign; but Counts Nesselrode 
entirely omits to show how that status quo has been disturbed, how 
those privileges have been curtailed, what complaints have been 
made, what grievances remain without redress, Her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment know only of one offence committed by the Turkish Go- 
vernment against Russia, which, by the admission of Prince Men- 
schikoff, was satisfactorily atoned for ; while, on the other hand, the 
recent firman of the Sultan, confirming the privileges and immu- 
nities of the Greek Church, bas been gratefully acknowledged by the 
Patriarch of Constantinople. 

Where, then, are the causes which Count Nesselrode, meee 
impartial Europe, assumes will justify the pcsition now en 
by Russia p ; a 

Count Nesselrode further says that Russia, by her position and by 
her treaties, virtually enjoys the right of ‘the Greek Chure 
in the East. If such be the case, and if that'right, whatever its na- 
ture and extent may be, is understood, itis Russia that throws doubt © 
upon its existence or validity by endeavouring to force the Porte into 
fresh engagements. If ancient rights exist, and are observed by 
Tarkey, Russia has no cause of invagainst Tarkey. But, if 
she seeks to extend those rightr, then is Turkey justified in closely 
examining the nature of sach fresh and in refusing those 
from whieh her independence and dignity would suffer. 

Her ‘Majesty's Government receive with sincere satisfaction the 
renewed assurances that it is the policy of his Imperial Majesty and 
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the interest of Russia to maintain the existing order of things in the 
East ; and, as the Sateveste of Turkey impose her the necessity 
of observing her engagements with Russia, Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment trust that Russia will not, by seeking at the present time to 
exact what the Porte ought not to yield, prolong a crisis that may 
render inevitable consequences which Europe is so deeply concerned

Agriculture. 


THE HARVEST. 


An interruption from rain on=Tuesday last again served to pro- 
loug our already protracted harvest, and a coasiderable portion of 
the barley and oat crops yet remain in the fields. That the 
quality of the barley has suffered to some extent is admitted, and 
the great quantity of clover growing amongst it prevents the 
leaving it standivg until dead ripe, and cutting and carrying it at 
once, which is the safest plan to adopt in precarious seasons. 
Very large importations of wheat from the Baltic have not 
materially reduced the price in our markets, which remains firm ; 
but the arrivals of all kinds of grain relieve the public mind from 
even the slightest fear of scarcity. The quantities of English 
wheat brought to Mark lane continue to be very moderate, and 
the quality and condition of the samples are by no means first- 
rate. 

The progress of the potato disease since the latest raics has 
been great, and growers are bringing their sound roots to market, 
under the belief that they willnot keep. Inthe North of England 
there has been less wet weather than in the South, but, with 
local exceptions, all accounts confirm the expectation that wheat 
would prove a deficient crop. In the Southern and Western 
counties the larger part of the grain has been secured. 

The following extract from Mr Lamb’s account of the Irish 
crops shows that they are pretty much like our own :— 

The impression left on my mind is, that the corn crops of all kinds, in the 
district I have been over, will yield about 20 per cent. less than last year. 
There is a greater breadth of land under flax and green crops this year—con- 
sequently less under grain. The falling off is principally in wheat, particu- 
larly in those districts wkere the soil was rather light for it. The first two 
days of my journey I did not observe a single field of wheat, in a distance of 
sixty miles. On the strong clay lands of the county of Armagh, and in some 
districts of the other counties, where the soil is suitable, it continues to be 
extensively cultivated, and is stil] the favourite crop with the farmer to depend 
on for the payment of his rent. I have observed some good fields of wheat ; 
but the epring sown is mostly very thin on the ground. Oats is the prin- 
cipal corn crop in the districts I have been over; and on the strong damp 
soils there is a good heavy crop. The reclaimed bog or moor land, where the 
soil was in good condition, has also a good crop of oats; but on the other hand, 
on the dry hills, and in sandy or gravelly soils, the oat crop is very thin on 
the ground. The potato crop is so far excellent; they are generally large in 
size and very abundant in the grouhd, and, where proper kinds have been 
planted, they are universslly found to be dry and firm, like bread. We have had 
nothing like thie year’s crop since 1845. There are more or less indications of 
the disease in every diatriot I passed thruugh ; in mauy Cuvee by le woudued tw 
the leaves as yet; but in others, the leaves and stocks are quite black and 
rotten, and after rain the smell is very offensive. I have not seen half-a-dozen 
of diseased tubers this year, either among my own or during my journey, 
and several farmers I conversed with gave me the same account ; yet I am 
told a gentleman near Belfast, who is digging half a ton per day, found some 
of hie diseased a week ” and the proportion increased regularly every day, 
until he had two stones of bad out of the half ton; the last day or two the 
proportion of bad has been decreasing, which isa good sign. If only three- 
fourthe of our potato crop remain sound, we will be well off, and have an 
abundance of food. 

In Prussia and Austria the crops are various in different’ dis- 
tricts, but the general result seems to be that, though not 
abundant and somewhat damaged by wet weather, nothing like 
scarcity isto be apprehended. A significant illustration of the 
benefits our agricultural labourers are likely to derive from the 
active demand for labour occurred at the meeting of the East 
Suffolk agricultural meeting held at Ipswich, where Lord Strad- 
broke, the President of the Society and Chairman of the meeting, 
told his hearers that the time was come when it would be pru- 
dent to stop the emigration of rural labourers, and that the only 
way to do so would be to render their homes more attractive to 
them, by building for their use better cottages and nearer their 
work. This rests mainly with the landowners, who have, for the 
most part, spared no pains to pull down cottages and drive the 
labouring population off their estates. They are now finding out 
their error. No farm is really fit for occupation unless it has 
attached to it a certain number of cottages sufficient for the 
farmer's principal servants, and there ought also to be other 
dwellings near for the labourers who are not constantly em- 
ployed on the same farm. 











GUANO ON CLAY LAND. 


Mz Jamzs Carrp gives the following account of the benefit he has 
derived from the use of guano when applied to the wheat crop on 
clay land :-— 

Last autumn in sowing a large field, exactly 100 acres, I directed the person 
who was laying on the guano to pass over an acre in the centre of the field, 
all the rest of which received 2 cwt per acre, at the time the wheat was sown. 


The produce of this and the adjoining acre were cut and kept separate from 
ro ake the rest of the field, and were threshed last week, yield-

That sum is quite insufficient, as the Govern- 
ment must pay about 90 millions of francs at the end of this month 
for the quarterly interest of the 4) per Cents., and the pensions

The deaths 
by diarrhea have been 131, less by 21 than were referred to that disease in the 
previous week, but more by one-third than the corrected average number (99) 
of preceding years. Only 7 deaths by cholera have happened ; 5 in children 
under 15 years of age, 2 in adults of 15 andunder 60.

THE HARVEST. 


An interruption from rain onZTuesday last again served to pro- 
long our already protracted harvest, and a coasiderable portion of 
the barley and oat crops yet remain in the fields. That the 
quality of the barley has suffered to some extent is admitted, and 
the great quantity of clover growing amongst it prevents the 
leaving it standing until dead ripe, and cutting and carrying it at 
once, which is the safest plan to adopt in precarious seasons. 
Very large importations of wheat from the Baltic have not 
materially reduced the price in our markets, which remains firm ; 
but the arrivals of all kinds of grain relieve the public mind from 
even the slightest fear of scarcity. The quantities of English 
wheat brought to Mark lane continue to be very moderate, and 
the quality and condition of the samples are by no means first- 
rate. 

The progress of the potato disease since the latest raics has 
been great, and growers are bringing their sound roots to market, 
under the belief that they willnot keep. Inthe North of England 
there has been less wet weather than in the South, but, with 
local exceptions, all accounts confirm the expectation that wheat 
would prove a deficient crop. Ia the Southern and Western 
counties the larger part of the grain has been secured. 

_ The following extract from Mr Lamb's account of the Irish 
crops shows that they are pretty much like our own :— 

The impression left on my mind is, that the corn crops of all kinde, in the 
district I have been over, will yield about 20 per cent. less than last year. 
There is a greater breadth of land under flex and green crops this year—con- 
sequently less under grain.

Oats is the prin- 
cipel corn crop in the districts I have been over; and on the strong damp 
soils there is a good heavy crop. The reclaimed bog or moor land, where the 
soll was in good condition, has also a good crop of oats; but on the other hand, 
on the dry hills, and in sandy or gravelly soils, the oat crop is very thin on 
the ground. The potato crop is so far excellent; they are generally large in 
size and very abundant in the grouhd, and, where proper kinds have been 
planted, they are universslly found to be dry and firm, like bread. We have had 
nothing like this year’s crop since 1845. There are more or less indications of 
the disease in every diatrict 1 passed through ; in mauy Cusee ty lo wudued tw 
the leaves as yet; but in others, the leaves and stocks are quite black and 
rotten, and after rain the smell is very offensive. I have not seen half-a-dozen 
of diseased tubers this year, either among my own or during my journey, 
and several farmers I conversed with gave me the same account ; yet I am 
told a gentleman near Belfast, who is digging half a ton per day, found some 
of his diseased a week ago, and the proportion increased regularly every day, 
until he had two stones of bad out of the half ton; the last day or two the 
proportion of bad has been decreasing, which isa good sign. If only three- 
fourths of our potato crop remain sound, we will be well off, and have ao 
abundance of food. 

In Prussia and Austria the crops are various in different’ dis- 
tricts, but the general result seems to be that, though not 
abundant and somewhat damaged by wet weather, nothing like 
scarcity isto be apprehended. A significant illustration of the 
benefits our agricultural labourers are likely to derive from the 
active demand for labour occurred at the meeting of the East 
Suffolk agricultural meeting held at Ipswich, where Lord Strad- 
broke, the President of the Society and Chairman of the meeting, 
told his hearers that the time was come when it would be pru- 
dent to stop the emigration of rural labourers, and that the only 
way to do so would be to render their homes more attractive to 
them, by building for their use better cottages and nearer their 
work. This rests mainly with the landowners, who have, for the 
most part, spared no pains to pull down cottages and drive the 
labouring population off their estates. They are now finding out 
their error. No farm is really fit for occupation unless it has 
attached to it a certain number of cottages sufficient for the 
farmer's principal servants, and there ought also to be other 
dwellings near for the labourers who are not constantly em- 
ployed on the same farm.

M. Hottinguer, &c. 

If it be true that the French Cabinet wants such a heavy loan, it 
comes on the market at a very unfavourable moment, and will be ob- 
tained on bad terms.

Str,—In Scotland it is universally allowed by all the farmers that 
without guano they could not have paid their rents, and of course the 
landlords have been enabled to obtain higher rents, and consequently 
their lands greatly enhanced in value. Now it strikes me thuv as 
this article has done so much to enrich both landlord and tenant, the 
two combining may, by a very small pecuniary advance, raise a vast 
amount of money, whereby bounties, most encouraging to private in- 
dividual enterprise, may be held out, as would induce many to go in 
search of new supplies of that invaluable article in the tropical re- 
gions, where may yet be found inexhaustible supplies, to the great 
benefit of both our landed and shipping interest. I have no doubt 
Government is most desirous to promote and encourage our procuri 
farther deposits of guano, and have given instruucions to our nav 
Officers to look out for new islands in the Pacific, but individual en- 
terprise will accomplish ten times more than anything we could 


{| expect from Government interference. The supplies of guano have 


ome of paramount interest to every one connected with agricul- 
ture, and a very small advance on their part might produce such a 
sum as would set many—very many—of our spirited shipowners on the 
alert to go in search of new supplies within the tropics, where only 
any supply of consequence is to be found. : 5 
As a very trifling contribution from those connected with agri- 
culture might produce from one hundred thousand to half-a-million, 
there would be ample funds to encourage our shipping interest to em- 
bark in the enterprise. What I would suggest is, that associations in 
England, Scotland, and Ireland should be set a going for taking the 
subject into consideration, and devising such plans for indemnifying

ExtTENsIve Fires.—Several fires have broken out within the last few days 
in the metropolis, Amongst them has been the almost total destruction of 
the extensive shipyard of Messrs Scott, Russell, and Co., at Millwall. 

Tae WaGes MovemMent.—The strong master bootmakers, with the excep- 
tion of one or two, have given in to the demands of their journeymen, and the 
whole of the hands on strike at Westminster have returned to their work. The 
employers in the basket trade have consented to the demands of their work- 
men, and fave increased the scale of prices 10 per cent. Themen on strike 
have consequently returned to their labour. Several private meetings of the 
metropolitan journeymen bakers have been held duritig the last few days to 
adopt measures to obtain an increase of wages. They propose dividing the 
metropolis into districts. The demand for the increase to be made in one only 
at a time, and, in the event of a refusal, the whole of the masters in that lo- 
cality are to be struck against. 

Tue City Potice —It is understood that the petition of the City police for 
an increase of pay will be complied with under certain regulations. First 
class constables, who at present receive 22s per week, it is stated will have 
23a, which amount is to be the maximum for privates, the minimum 
being 18s. 

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WEEK.—1,015 deaths have been regis- 
tered in London during the week ending 10th September. The mortality is 
below the corrected average of the week; for within the ten preceding years, 
when the population of London was one-teuth part less numerous than it is 
now, the deaths — from 840 to 1,040, and in the year 1849, when epi- 
demic cholera nad only begun to decline, the burials were 2,865. The deaths 
by diarrhea have been 131, less by 21 than were referred to that disease in the 
previous week, but more by one-third than the corrected average number (99) 
of preceding years. Only 7 deaths by cholera have happened ; 5 in children 
under 15 years of age,2 in adults of 15 andunder 60. Six of the seven per- 
sons who died were males, The number of deaths by cholera in cor 4 
weeks of the 10 previous years were 4, 1, 2, 8, 7, 6, 1,682, 4, 17, and 5, so that 
the deaths do not exceed the usual number in ordinary years by certain forms 
of cholera. Two of the persons were, however, as having died of 
Asiatic cholera. Last week the births of 843 boys and 826 girls, in all 1,669 
children, were registered in London! In the eight corresponding weeks of the 
years 1845-52 the average number was 1,327. At the Royal Observatory, 
Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the week was 29.967 in. The 
reading of the barometer increased from 30.10 in, at the beginning of the 
week to 30.25 in. by 9 p.m. on the 5th ; decreased to 29°63 in, by the morning 
of the 10th, and increased to 29°70 in. by the end of the week. The mean 
temperature of the week was 56°1 deg., which is 2 deg. below the average of 
the same week in 38 years. The highest temperature of the week was 72°0 deg., 
and occurred on Tuesday; the lowest was 45°0 deg., and occurred on the same 
day. The greatest difference between the dew point temperature and the air 
temperature was 14°1 deg. on Tuesday; the least 1:0 deg. on Saturday. The 
general direction of the wind was from the north, and it blew at the rate of 60 
milesa day. The electric condition of the atmosphere has been positive on 
every day of the week. 








PROVINCES. 


BARNSTAPLE Brisery Commission.—The inquiry into the alleged cases of 
bribery in this borough bas been proceeded with this week. 

THE DowLais Works.—These works are now in activity again, the whole 
of the colliers who remained upon the spot continuing in the labour they have 
resumed.

The of the masters to form counter-unions are becoming 
more euceeseful, though after the course taken during the Stockport strike, when 
masters in other districts enticed hundreds of hands away by offering higher 
wager, there is naturally a god deal of jealouey. In and round Preston more 
than two thousand looms are at a stand. At Manchester about 5,000 of the 
looms and 2,000 of the hands engeged in the manufacture of “ domestics,” are 
standing, on account of a strike having Occtfred. One firm has agreed with its 
hands upon terms which will be equival-nt to 10 per cent. advance, and two 
firms have compromised for 5 per cent. The mule spinners continue at work at 
the sdvance previously obtained. At Wakefield a demonstration of colliers took 
place on Monday. The object of the gathering was the organisation of the col- 
liers of the West Riding, #0 as to enable them to eupport the demand they have 
made for an advance of wages proportionate to the advance in the price of coal. 
Coal having risen 10d a ton, they a-k that 3d of that 10d should go into the 
pocket of the miner. 








IRELAND. 





REPRESENTATION OF LisBURN.—Another candidate hes been announced for 
the representation of Lisburn. 

Tue Harvest.—The reports of the harvest are, with scarcely an ex- 
ception, of the most satisfactory kind, and lead to the belief that we shall have 
an abundence of food in this portion of the United Kingdom. In Kilkenny 
and other counties nearly the entire of the corn has been reaped. In conse- 
quence of a scarcity of labour much of the grain was severed witb the scythe, 
aod 3s 6d perday was given to the mowers freely. In almost all quarters the 
potato crop continues sound, aud a very large produce is calculated upon. 

GarowTH OF FLAx.—The Committee of the Royal Society for the Promotion 
and Improvement of the Growth of Fiax in Ireland, held in Belfast, reports 
that the flax crop in the south and west of Ireland is in general superior to 
what it isin Ulster, The breadth cultivated in the southern counties is con- 
siderably greater than last year, and remunerative prices have been paid to 
farmers by the proprietors of retteries. 

State oF TRADE.— We are informed that business is very active in Dublin, 
and that there isa much more healthy tone in mercantile transactions. The 
country ie also ina very favourable state, and an excellent winter business is 
caleulated upon, as the result of a good ha: vest and of high prices for agricultural 
produce. 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


FRANCE 

The Moniteur records another hesitating step towards free ‘trade. 
By a decree of the Emperor the additional duty imposed by the decree 
of March 17, 1853, upon ores of all kinds imported in foreign bottoms, 
is suppressed provisionally so far as respects iron ore. 

The Minister of Finance has fixed the interest upon Treasury bills at 
the following rates from and after September 12 :—Upon bills having 
from three to five months to run, 2} per cent.; upon bills at from 6 
to 11 months, 3 per cent. per annum; and upon bills at a year, 34 per 
cent. 

The corn question still occupies as much as ever the public atten- 
tion, but it seems that the very great alarm which existed with respect 
to the deficiency has to a certain extent diminished. 

“The purchase,” says the Moniteur, “ of 419,000 hectolitres, made 
about six weeks ago in England, forthe army and the navy, is the only 
fact of the kind which can have furnished a pretence for such an alle- 
gation. Beyond this purchase, which was made for the express pur- 
pose of not influencing the home market, the Government has neves 
once thought of meddling, either directly or indirectly, with any 
operations ih the grain market. Al! suppositions to the contrary are 
absolutely devoid of foundation.” 

Flour continues to fall, though slowly, in the Paris market.7jThe 
millers have apparently yielded, as well as the speculators who pur- 
chased flour during the high prices. The price of 90f the sack of 157 
kilogrammes has disappeared; and it is now not easy to dispose of 
the best marks at &5f, and good quality is quoted at 8If and 82f. The 
bakers still abstain from large purchases, and only buy as it were 
from hand to mouth. The present price of flour reduces that of the 
two pound loaf to 45 centimes. Foreign wheat is beginning to ap- 
pear in the Paris market, and at the same time the Toutent of the 
eastern departments has ceased. The port of Marseilles is described 
as full of wheat from Odessa; and Polish has fallen in that place to 
21f 25c the hectolitre. Rye has also fallen in similar proportion, and 
is now offered at 25f 50c the measure of 115 kilogrammes, being a fall 
of 2f within eight days. Barley is also offered at a decline of 2f the 
hectolitre, and oats at from 2f to 3f; and it appears it is not easy to 
find purchasers at these prices. 

Symptoms of a fall in prices have been observed in a few of the 
cattle markets, but, generaliy speaking, prices are firm. All the 
butchers in Paris have again raised the price of their meat, and yet it 
would appear that the consumption has not diminished. 

The dealers at Bercy have raised the price of wine by 10f per hogs- 
head of even the most ordinary quality, and a further advance is an- 
tieipated in consequence of the unfavourable news from the wine-grow- 
ing districts. Some large purchases have been made within the last 
few days at Auxerre and Joigny.’ Burgundy of geod quality was sold 
ut 100f the hogshead; inferior at 80f. Wine of the last two vintages 
was sold at Beaune at 65f the cask of 228 litres. New brandy is worth 
135f the hectolitre at Sergéres. 

The Paris trade, which was showing decided symptoms of improve- 
ment, is again checked, and the manufacturers who were expecting 

orders from abroad are again disappointed. The commercial 
agents who had arrived have contented themselves with taking pat- 
terns, but have adjourned all important business. The latest letters 
from South America brought afew orders for hardware and Paris 
articles, but by no means sufficient to give occupation to all the opera- 
tives in those trades. 
_ The Moniteur has published a decree reducing the duties on the 
importation ot cattle and meat. The duties are to be—for oxen or 
bulle, 3f per head; for cows and young cattle, 1f; for calves, 
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sheep, goats, and pigs, 25c; for lambs and sucking-pigs, 10c; for 
fresh meat, 50c per 100 kilogrammes, and for salt meat, 10f. 

The supply of flour in the Paris warehouses is 16,939 metrica] 
qnintals, or 1,693,900 kilogrammes; the reserve, obligatory by law, of 
the 601 bakers, is 121,188 quintals 30 kilogrammes, or 12,118,380 
kilogrammes of flour. 

The reduced postage on letters between France and England, 
under the new arrangement which is about to take place, will be 
25c, which will give a reduction of 55c on the present postage of a 
prepaid letter from Paris to London. 


PRUSSIA. 

Letters from Berlin state that the Plenipotentiaries to the Zollverein 
Conference have signed the protocol authorising the free admission of 
corn, to commence onthe 15thof the present month. A project has been 
brought forward for the complete remanipulation of the general tariff 
as regards divers goods manufactured of cotton, woollen, and silk, 
The particulars of this proposition have not yet transpired, but there 
are reasons to believe that its tendencies are towards an increase 
of protective duties as an approachment towards the Austrian tariff, 








AUSTRIA. 

The Austria contains an article on the corn trade, which must much 
astonish the municipal sages who proposed to keep down the prices of 
corn by means of repressive measures. After observing that the appre- 
hensions of the public lest there should be a dearth in the land ‘were 
exaggerated, the organ of the Commercial Department informs us that, 
though the crops of wheat and rye have been but middling, meize pro. 
mises to be abundant. Potatoes, as also fodder of all kinds, have 
rarely been more plentiful. Having thus tranquillised the public, 
the Austria indulges in a few ironical remarks at the expense of those 
organs of the public press which in one column demand that every 
citizen shall be at liberty to supply the lieges with meat, and in 
another propose the re-introduction of those restrictions in the corn 
trade which have been abolished in Austria ever since the year 1812. 

RUSSIA AND TURKEY, 

We have received news, via Berlin, to the effect that the Emperor 
of Russia bas rejected the Turkish modifications of the note which 
he had accepted at the suggestion of the Four Powers. From Turkey 
our advices are of a warhke character, and open hostilities appear 
almost inevitable. It is reported, however, that the Emperor of 
Russia, while rejecting the modifications, has at the same time de- 
clared that if the Porte even now accept the Vienna note he will 
give orders to his troops to evacuate the Principalities. If the Em- 
peror has really said so, it is perhaps because he is convinced that 
the Sultan dare not accept the note on these conditions, and that 
eompliavee would very probably be followed by a demonstration on 
the part of the army and the population that would place his crown, 
if not his life, in danger. Letters from the Lower Danube state that 
the Turks “are frantic for war,” and from Constantinople we learn 
that every day a crowd of 100 or 150 persons assemble before the 
palace of Reschid Pacha and call for war as the only means of 
assuring the safety of Turkey. 


AMERICA. 

We have advices from New York tothe 2rd inst. The returns of 
tha New Vork banks fu see week ending on the 27th ult., compared 
with those of the previous month, showed a decrease indiscounts of 
1,479,000 dols, and an increase in deposits of 114,000 dols, in circula- 
tion of 2,405 dols, and in specie of 216,000 dols, Since the banks com- 
menced their weekly return there had been a decrease in discounts of 
5,512,000 dols, in deposits of 978,000 dols, in circulation of 83,000}dols, 
and in specie of 1,572,000 dols. 

As repects the piece goods markets, it is stated that there was an 
active trade in woollens. Foreign productions had a quick sale, con- 
sidering the large imports and the tightness of money. 

A good business had been transacted in the New York stock market. 
The railroad shares had again advanced, with large sales made. 

The annual statement of commercial affairs at New Orleans makes 
the total receipts of cotton for the year 1,665,000 bales, and the ex- 
ports 1,645,000 bales, The total value of produce received during the 
past year was 134,000,000 dols, including 68,250,000 dols in cotton, and 
15,500,000 dols in sugar. The crops were in a favourable condition, 

Havana advices of the 25th ult., state that segars were unchanged, 
but somewhat firmer, and would doubtless advance, should ships 
arrive—shipping being being very scarce, and freights quoted at 4/ per 
ton for Cowes anda market. The stock of sugar was 2,000,000 hhds, 
including that in second hands.

BRAZIL AND THE RIVER PLATE. 

From the River Plate our accounts are of considerable importance.

General Urquiza took refuge on board a North American 
steamer, and a few ot the more deeply compromised fied inland; and 
on the morning of the 14th their joint forces threw down their arms 
and dispersed in all directions.

AUSTRALIA. 

Advices from Adelaide, South Australia, to the lst of June, describe 
aconstant advance in the value of land. The town lots put up by 
the Government were sold as fast as they could be offered, an average 
price being realised in some neighbourhoods of 115/ per acre. Mean- 
while the revenue of the colony was rapidly increasing, and was ex- 
pected to show a balance of 62,000/ at the end of the year, exclusive 
of the amounts received for land sales, which are now going on at the 
rate of 26,000] amonth. Under these circumstances an additional 
sum of 45,000! had just been transmitted to the Emigration Commis- 
sioners in London for the introduction of labour, although the colony 
had then 141,000/in the hands of that body. With regard to agri- 
cultural operations, it is stated that the ploughing of land was going 
onmost satisfactorily, and that, owing to the stimulus of recent prices, 
the next harvest was expected to be very large. 

Advices from Perth, Western Australia, to the 8th of June, contain 
satisfactory accounts of the progress of the colony. Public meetings 
had lately been held, at which the desire of the inhabitants to continue 
to receive convicts from England was strongly and unanimously ex- 

The number of convicts in the colony at present was about 
2,000, and it seemed to be the general wish that fresh arrivals should 
take place to the extent of 1,000 a year. 

The Sydney papers contain an abstract of the revenue of New South 
Wales for the first quarter of the present year. In order to show the 
relative position of the two colonies, in regard to publie finances, 
we subjoin a comparison cf the amounts with those of the revenue 
of Victoria for the same quarter :—

Apart from what we regard as 9 
radical vice in the origin of the “Review” (which is common, how- 
ever, to almost all our periodicals, most of which are not repre- 
seutatives of man, but of ies or sects), this “ Review” is a sensible, 
solid, serious, well-edited work. The aes chosen for its themes 
are “ The Christian Populations of the Turkish Empire,” in which the 
great diplomatic question of the day, in its historical, social, moral, 
and religious bearings, are discussed; “ Wesley and his Critics”—, 
spirited eulogium on a great man, anda notice of the memoirs of him 
written by different persons; “ Forbes’s Memorandums in Ireland” — 
thrashing again the empty-thrashed subject of the miseries of the 
sister country; “Cryptogamic Vegetation,” chiefly developing the 
present state of our knowledgeas to the growth of cryptogamic plants 
—a very sensible and iristructive scientific paper; “Spirit-Rappings 
and Table-Turnings ”—a notice of that miserable delusion; “ Medes 
and Mediwval Hygiéne,” explaining what was formerly and is now 
known of the laws of health, and bow present knowledge is not put 
to profitable use; “ Secularism: its Logic and Appeals ”—an attack on 
the all-sufficiency of the knowledge by which we are enabled to live 
and prosper on the earth, and the sufficiency of which to attain an 
another. life no Secularist has ever dreamed of contending for; “ Pub- 
lic Education”—a subject as much thrashed as Ireland itself, and on 
which events rather than words must throw light; “ Ultramontanism: its 
threatened Supremacy in Europe” —an objurgatory essay against Popish 
supremacy, partly dictated by arival desire for supremacy; and “ India 
under the English,” mainly a vindication of our rule in India, chiefly 
by showing what India was when we acquired the masterdom, and 
what it now is, All the topics are popular, and they are all well 
handled. Such an addition to our periodicals is very acceptable, and it 
would have been more acceptable to us had it spoken to all the sym- 
pathies of man. Several of its articles—as the 3rd, the 4th, the 5th, 
and the 6th—are of this catholic character, and if it continue in ex- 
istence, it will no doubt enlarge the basis of its structure. We must 
quote an amusing parallel between Wesley the reformer, and Wesley 
= ey the great general and statesmen, whom we not long ago 
uried :— 

It is well known that the late Duke of Wellington commenced life as Arthur 
Wesley, in which form his name appears in the Army List for the year 1800, 
This fact is readily associated in the mind with an important incident in the 
life of his grandfather, Richard Colley, who, when Charlee, the brother of John 
Wesley, declined the offer of Garret Wesley, of Dangan Castle, Ireland, was 
adopted heir to the name and property of that gentleman ; and £0 the family of 
Mornington attained that first position from which a young cadet of the second 
generation was to cerry it on to the highest step of the peerage, and the most 
illustrious page of history. Taken together, these incidents are sufficient to 
suggest at least the probable identity of the families of Wellesley and Wesley ; 
and there are reasons, not yet noticed, for supposing that at no distant period 
their actual ancestry would be found to merge in the same progenitor. In the 
character and career of the Founder of Methodism we find much that is charac- 
teristic also of the late famouse defender of Europe. For strict habits and great 
hardihood they were both remarkable. Each roseearly, employed every waking 
moment to the best advantage, and retired at an unvarying hour to rest. John 
Weeley, it is said, had sleep at his command; and on his long journeys on apos- 
tolic labour, when it happened that he neither seud Or write, (as fre- 
Guently he did om hereobavt ur tu & Carriage,) one thing be could. do: he would 
shut his eyes, and take needful rest in sleep. Of Weilington we believe the 
same thing may be said; he, too, could sleep in the saddle; the habitual vigi- 
lance of his nature enabied him to chose a moment of repose, and the admirabie 
temper of his spirit permitted it to rest at his volition. Again: in the practical 
stamp of their minds, and especially in the laconic style of their writings, the 
resemblance between these men is very striking. The Dispatches of Wellington 
and the Journals of Wesley might have been dictated by the same person, if 
the style and temper of the writer only be considered. Their letters, too, are 
strongly marked in a very similar manner: they have brevity without obscurity, 
and foree without vehemence, and particularity without trifling. Duty, accord- 
ing tothe standard which he recognised, was the law of each: inflexibility the 
temper, and common sense the active servant, of ite performance. Even the 
features of these personages had no small resemblance to each other; and we 
see a further coincidence in the health and length of days with which they both 
were honoured. Circumstances allowing, and spiritual convictions absent, we 
can imagine Wesley undertaking and sustaining the part of Wellington almost 
without the slightest diversity. Visited by the same strong sense of existing 
evil and divine mercy, we conceive that if Providence had chosen Wellington as 
the instrument of evangelising the world by his preaching and example, instead 


of protecting it by his sword and counsel, the character of the man would readily ; 


have adapted itself to his great mission.

THE greatness and the utility of modern scientific discoveries, leading 

to photography, the electric telegraph, the electro-plastic arts, gun 

cotton, aerostation, illumination by gas, preventing pain by chloroform 
and similar agents, the grand discovery of a new pianet by M, Verrier, 
suggested to M. Figuier, as they have suggested to many persons 
amongst ourselves, to write an account of them. Amongst us, in gene- 
ral, the descriptions have appeared in journals or some kind of periodi- 
cals. M. Figuier has coliected his accounts into a book. His work has 
the recommendation of peseentaay: it collects and preserves all that is 
now known on these subjects. But improvements in the arts are now 
so rapid and scientific discoveries so numerous, that before his book can 
weil get into extensive circulation, many parts of it become antiquated 
and incorrect as a picture of the present. He has set about his task, how- 
ever, with much zeal, and conducted it with much care. He has been, 
too—a somewhat rare merit for scientific writers in France —content 
with the poteeees of the publisher and the public, and has sought no 
aid from Government. His work is not biased, therefore, by an Im. 
perial donation, and may be relied on for its impartiality, as well a, 
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H for In all that relates to the scientific discoveries and to 
Hl the arts adverted te—particularly so far as the French have contributed 
i to their his book is a great storehouse of useful facts. We 
} do not take on ourselves to answer for every statement contained in 
| two thick though small volumes, not having the time necessary to 
| verify them. We can say, however, the book is well written, and the 
facts are collected with care and impartiality. The following notice of 
Horace Wels is worth preserving : — 
THE AUTHOR OF THE ART OF PREVENTING PAIN, 
Horace Wels was a dentist at Hartford, aemall town in Connecticut. He had 
some time at Boston, and practised im connection with William 
, & dentist; but the connection was not fortunate, and be had re- 
to Hartford. In the month of November, 1844, he thought of verifying 
assertion of Davy, that pain might be annihilated by inhaling the protoxide 
azote. He made the trial on himself, and under the influence of the gas he 
had a tooth drawn and felt no pain whatever. He afterwards performed a 
similar operation on twelve or fifteen persons with complete success, and con- 
vinced of its efficacy he went to Boston to make the discovery known to the 
medical men. On arriving in Boston he went to his former partner (Morton), 
and related to him what he had observed. He saw Dr Jackson the same day, 
and informed him also of the facts. He went afterwards, accompanied 
Morton, to a professor of the faculty, Dr George Hayward, and pro- 
to bim to employ the exhilarating gas in one of his earliest opera- 
Mr Hayward promptly accepted his offer, but no operation would 
take place in the hospital sooner than in two or three days’ time. Finding 
this delay too long, Horace Wele and Morton went to another professor, Dr 
Charles Warren. The latter accepted the proposal without difficulty, and said to 
them—“ This ie very fortunate. Our pupils meet this evening at the hospital, to 
amuse themeelvee withinhaling ether. You can take advantage of the opportunity, 
and you will find spectators ready for a public experiment. Prepare, then, your 
gas, and go to the amphitheatre. We will make a trial on a patient who is to 
have a tooth extracted.” Ail happened as had been stated. The evening 
; Morton took his instruments and went with his associate to the opera- 
tio room. The pupils had already been long there. Horace Wels ad- 
ministered the gas to the petient, and set about extracting the tooth; but, 
either in consequence of the variability of the action of the protoxide of azote, 
or of his having badly prepared it, the gas produced no result whatever. The 
t cried out, the spectators immediately laughed and hissed, and the sittiag 
terminated to the confusion of the unfortunate operator. 


From thediscovery and practice of Wels, however, arose the use at 
present of chloroform and other substances to prevent pain under sur- 
gical operations—in skilful hands one of the most useful results o 
modern science. The life and end of the man whose name is thus con- 
nected with this most important discovery was very painful :— 

THE DEATH OF WELS. 

At a moment when the gratitude of Europe greeted with its merited acola- 
mations the names of Jackson and Morton, one of the principal authore of 
this discovery (Horace Wele) committed suicide in the United States. A complete 
scientific education—a more favourable concurrence of circumstances—had alone 
been wanting to the poor dentist to lead to their furthest results the facte of 
which he had learnt the first-fruits, After his check at the public sitting of 
the Boston hospital, diegueted with the sad result of his attempts, he no 
longer pursued his researches. He even abandoned his profession, and was 
leading at Hartford a miserable life, when thesuccess of the ana@sthetic method 
Occurred to surprise and overwhelm bim with regret. He came immediately 
to Europe in order to assert his rights before its learned bodies. But the his- 
torical question relative to etherisation was still very dark at this period, and 
positive documents were wanting to justify his claims, The veracity of den- 
tists is a little suspected in both hemispheres. In London, whither he went 
first, Horace Wels was everywhere slighted. He was not more fortunate in Paris, 
where he passed part of the winter of 1847. Overwhelmed with misery and 

he returmed tn the United States, and there he put an end to his life.

Whilst Horace Wels perished thus miserably in his own country, Jackson re- 
ceived the Montyon prize at the hands of the French Institute, and Morton 
added to the eums he had derived from the sale of hie claims. Posterity will 
be less ungrateful. It will preserve a sentiment of gratitude and pity for this 
obecure and unhappy young man, who, after having contributed to enrich

Money continues in demand, and no bills are discounted below the 
Bank rate. The market is, however, in a very uncertain condition, 
and terms cannot be more distinctly stated than that nothing is done 
upder the Bank minimum. 

The exchanges are not quite so unfavourable, but gold continues 
to go out, and is yet likely to goin large quantities to the Continent. 
The continued rise in the corn market, occasioning a conviction that 
very large importations will be required, is unfavourable to an im- 
provement of the exchanges; and till the prices of stocks have fallen 
so low that money comes here for investment, and to purchase 
colonial produce, they are not expected much to improve. 

The stock market, after a week of agitation, closed rather firmly 
to-day, but much below the price at which it closed last week. The 
reports in the early part of the week, that the Bank meant to raise 
the rate of interest one per cent. on Thursday, had a sinister influence 
on the stock market, and large sales were consequently made. The 
price fell and continued to tall yesterday after the opening of the 
market, “The greatest eagerness was felt to ascertain the decision of 
the Bank Court on the discount question, and, as their sitting was 
protracted toa later hour than usual, a degree of auxiety became 
observable, more intense, perhaps, than was ever exhibited on any 
previous occasion. At about two o’clock in the afternoon business 
was, in fact, almost wholly suspended, and when the announcement 
Was made ohortly afterworde of the advance to 44 per cent., prices 
declined to 95 for money and 95} to } for the!13th’ot October.” ‘To- 
day Consols have recovered, and ciose at 95} 4, sellers. Notwith- 
standing the great demand out of doors for money, on the Stock Ex- 
change money is not scarce, and is lent from day to day at 2} per 
cent. on Exchequer bills, One effect of the fall of the price of 
Consoles has been to throw a good deal of stock on the market, and 
reduce the price below what the condition of the money market war- 
rants. Conasols had been pledged for loans, and the fall has reduced 
them to that price at which the lenders were authorised to sell, and 
they have sold them for their own security, and so helped to beat 
down the price, Except as an index to the value of money, 
the price of the securities of different Governments is a secon- 
dary consideration. Indirectly it may, directly it does not, affect 
the great industrial enterprises on the success of which the welfare 
of nae depends.

On Thursday the Kank again raised its rate of interest. It is now 
4} per cent. Only a fortnight has elapsed since the rate was raised 
to 4, and it is more generally said than otherwise that the Bank 
would have done well to have raised the rate at once to 5 per cent, 
than do that a week or a fortnight hence. But it is the business of 
the Bank rather to follow than to lead the market, and an opinion 
prevails that ina short time money will be less stringent, in which 
case 4} may answer all the purposes the Bank contemplates. At 
this period of the quarter the Bank in general makes advances for 
short periods below the minimum rates, and it might have been 
regarded as ungracious in the Bank, unless the reasons for it were 
imperative, had it now raised the rate one penny too high. If 4 
will answer the object in view, and this time will show, it woul 
have been wrong to raise the rate to 5. Three weeks hence the 
dividends will be due, the money which the Government throws on 
the market at the beginning of every quarter will be issued, and in 
face of that it was prudent and thoughtful in the Bank Directors not 
at once to raise the rate to 5 per cent. We have long ago said such 
rise was probable before Christmas, but it is certainly not desirable 
for the Bank to raise the rate till the mercantile world recognise the 
necessity and justice of such a proceeding. There have been two or 
three failures in the course of the week on the Stock Exchange, but 
only one of them was of any consequenc e. 

To the general! surprise in the present state of the money market, 
the following stocks have been accepted in conversion of the debt :— 
Bank of England, Sept. 14, 1853.—Amount of sew stocks accepted 
this day :—3! 103 per Cents., 30,000; ; 2/ 10s per Cents.,19,100/, The 
total amount accepted up to the present time is, 3,055,332/ 5s 2d. 

The French Government has reduced the duties on the importation 
of cattle and fresh and salted meat to the scale at which they stood 
prior to 1822.

To-morrow it is expected the Hull steamer for St Petersburg will 
take about 300,000/. 

The rate of discount at Amsterdam has advanced from 2 per cent., 
at which it had stood some time, to 24 percent. In Hamburg it has 
advanced to 4% per cent., and in Paris it is expected to advance.

The money market at New York is said, in the Shipping and Commercial Price 
Current of Sept. 5, to remains quite stringent, though on prime securities capital 
jgratber more freely offered. Although the tendency is undoubtedly towards 
greater ease, yet it is not expected that rates will recede to the points from which 
they advanced for some time to come. The fact is, the heavy disbursements of 
money for railroad enterprises and other works of internal improvement have 
diminished the capital of the leading commercial cities, or at least prevented 
that increase which, under different circumstances, might have been realised. 
An easy state of affairs in Europe, however, will influence matters here to 
some extent. Loans at call, 7 to 8 per cent.; prime 3 to 4 mos, paper, 9 to 10 

cent; prime 4 to 6 mos, paper, 10 to 12 per cent. 

The leading stocks operated in during the week have exhibited much firm- 
nese, and prices generally stand a trifle higher than last week at this time, 

We notice a general absence of speculation in trade at present, which is at- 
tributable mainly to the enhanced prices of nearly all articles of traffic over 
those of last year. The slight stringency in the money market, too, has im- 
parted a more healthy tone to business of all kinds. 

The last weekly return of averages of the daily statements of our City Banks 
exhibit a further marked improvement in the condition of those institutions, 
The amount of loans and discounts of the fifty-six banks has been reduced in 
the three weeks from the 6th ult,, the date of the first weekly average, 
5,612,323 dols; the increase of epecie has been 1,572,597 dols; the circulation 
ig reduced 83,274 dols ; and the deposits are reduced 3,562,274 dole.

they have become more animated. We are the more surprised 
at this, 08 the last weekly reports from Riga describes the rye har- 
yest throughout that neighbourhood, and in the government of 
Smolensk, as having turned out much worse than was expected. The 
quietness of the corn markets abroad is probably the result of the in- 
terference of Government, the corn dealers being yet in doubt where 
it willend. Into the Zollverein as into other countries the importa- 
tion of corn is to be free from the 15th September to the end of the 
Cover our corn market the rise in tho rate of interest has had 
no other effect than to strengthen the opinion that much corn must 
be imported, and so tended to keep up the price. If, as seems pro- 
bable, the very short harvest is at the bottom of the great deficiency 
of capital now experienced—it being tolerably plain that had the 
harvests been abundant here and on the Continent, there would have 
been no occasion to limit enterprise, which is to limit consumption, 
by a high rate of discount—the price of corn and the rate of discount 
may for some time rise together. It is not so with other commodities. 
Tho increased dearness of money, combined with the uncertainty of 
the issue between Russia and Turkey, has thrown a general dulness 
over the produce markets, 

Sugar has been very dull throughout the week, and for West India 
sorts the prices are 61 lower than last Friday. 

In coffee the business done has been extremely moderate, and the 
market closes very dull without any reduction in price. 

Rice is the only article of colonial produce in demand at improved 
rates. It shares the animation of the corn markets. A large busi- 
ness was done to-day at higher prices, from 13s to 14s having been 
given for Bengal rice. 

The tea market is slack ; there are sellers of congou at 11}d, but at 
this price buyers are not disposed to operate. The dealers only buy 
to supply immediate and pressing wants. Duty was paid at this port 
during the week ending 8th inst. on 599,866 lbs, against 607,794 in 
the same period last year. 

The sales in the Liverpool cotton market still continue on a very 
small scale; they reach this week only 28,000 bales, of which 
spinners took 21,090 bales, speculators 3,000 bales, and exporters 
4,000 bales. Quotations are reduced 4d perlb. The American ac- 
counts received on Monday, per mail steamers, and which are con- 
firmed by the Wednesday’s steamer Baltic, speak in general*decidedly 
more unfavourable about the new crop, and that only a sudden 
change in the weather, combined with a late frost, could secure a 
good yield; the rainy weather still continued. ‘These reports would 
undoubtedly have improved the business both in Liverpool and Man- 
chester if the rise in the Bank rate of discount, and the apprehen- 
sions about political affairs on the Contiaent, had not counterbalanced 
suchean effect. In the London market 2,000 bales have been sold; 
prices in general are unaltered, but some forced sales have been made 
at }d to 4d per Ib decline.

Bvery succeeding week is more dull than the previous, and the transaction*® 
of this week appear to be circumscribed to the narrowest possible limits. In~ 
deed there seems a tacit understanding between buyers and sellers that busines® 
for the present is out of the question.

A few weeks of the present state of things is likely to bring 
down the operatives from their high and latterly defiant position in the matter 
of wages and working arrangements, there being a strong and growing dispo- 
sition on the part of employers ta hring abont.a general turn.nnt Assit ica very 
large number of mill-hande, colliere, and others of ‘he labouring classes of this 
district, are out on strike. To-day a procession of weavers on etrike, with a 
band of music at their head, and carrying a board on which appeared in large 
letters “10 per cent. and no surrender,” passed the Exchange, where their 
employers would bave found it a very difficult matter to dispose of the pro- 
ductions oftheir labour if they had continued at their work for the lowest wages 
ever paid to them. We mach fear the operatives have seen the height of their

AMERICAN CORN AND FLOUR MARKETS. 


New York, Sept. 3,—Fiour anp Meat.—The flour market since our last, 
owing to light receipts, and favourable advices from England and the Con- 
tinent,bas been animated, and at times much excited, prives tending upward 
daily, and closing generally at about 374 cents, and in some instances 50 cents 
advance over the rates of Tuesdag last. A large portion of the sales have | 
been for France, and manyof them to arrive. The firmness and activity has 
been maintained throughout, and was enhanced yesterday both by a speculative 
inquiry and a desire to execute existing ordere, before the arrival of the next 
steamer. Canada is scarce and wanted—now held at 6 dols in bond. Scuthern 
has been in good demand, but with moderate receipts, and in sympathy with 
Western, prices have advanced 18} cents. There have been sales of new 
Haxall, but the particulars are not made public. Rye flour is scarce, and with 
a good demand, has advanced 6} to 124 cents, with sales of 200 bris fresh 
ground at 3 dols 8)4c to 3 dols 87jc for fine, and 4 dolsa 25c to 4 dols 50c for 
superfine. Corn meal has been in request, and prices of Jersey are higher, 
with sales of 150 bris at 3 dols 25c to 3 dols 314c; Brandywine is held more 
firmly. The exports from August 1 to August 31 were :— Wheat flour, 164,963 
bris in 1853, against 124,857 brie in 1852. The exports from Jan. 1 to Aug. 51 
were 1,045,580 bris in 1853, against 837,313 bris in 1852. 


GraIn.mWe notice a very active market for wheat, there having been a 
very large demand for England and the Continent (mostly to France), and 
prices generally have advanced 2 to 5 cents per bushel. The receipts are toa 
fair extent, but they had been mostly sold previously, and the operations are 
chiefly of parcels still to arrive, all offering been readily taken. Rye is scarce 
and wanted, with sales of 2,200 bushels at 90 centsin thesrlip. Oats have 
arrived more freely, and prices are 1 to 2 cents lower. The corn market con- 
tinues buoyant, and prices gradaally tend upward, as the reoeipte are moderate, 
and the demand good for home use. The sales are 95,000 bushels. The exports 
from Aug. 1 to Aug. 31 were—of wheat 520,220 bushels in 1853, against 
206,986 bushels in 1852; and of corn 8,893 bushels in 1853, against 33,861 
bushels in 1852.

680 qrs from Neustadt, 2,100 qrs from Odessa, 6,250 gre from Peters- 
burg, 2,500 qrs from Pillau, 6,300 [qre from Rostock, 400 qre from 
Rugenwald, 13,476 qrs from Stettin, 6,259 qrs from Stralsund, 3,615 
qrs from Wismar, and 1,960 gqrs from Wolgast, making a total of 
88,833 qre. The arrivals of flour coastwise were 3,741 sacks, 100 sacks from 
Glasgow, and 350 sacks from Ireland, with 8,181 sacks by the Eastern 
Counties Railway : this article was quite as dear, with a renewal of demand 
for France, some Norfolks having been sold to go direct to that country from 
Yarmouth. Malting barley was in good request at fully as much money ; the ° 
new English comes to market of coarse and moderate quality. From our own 
coast there were only 50 qrs oats, from Scotland 2,040 qre, from Ireland 
1,095 qrs, whilst from foreiga pe the enormous quantity of 123,790 qre 
was reported, in spite of which superabundance trade was better, prime 
corn realising 6d to 1s per qr advance, such being scarce—upwards of 100,000 
qre coming alone from Russia, and mostly from the port of Archangel.

Austrian Finances.—In the first six months of the financial year of 1853, 
the Austrian public revenu2 drawn from the indirect taxes exceeded that 
for the same period in 1852 by 4,000,000f, and that for the same period 
in 1851 by 15,000,000f. In 1847 the direct taxation for the whole empire 
yielded only the comparatively emall sum of 142,000,000; whilet in 1852 it 
produced 202.000.0008 


Tne Miuitia Act,—The Registrar of Friendly Societies in England has 
drawa public attention to the provision contained in an act lately passed relat- 
ing to the militia. After quoting portions of the act, he observes that “ any 
member of a Friendly Society who may have been, or may be, expelled, on ac- 
count of being enrolled or serving in the militia, or in the naval coast volun- 
teers, may apply to justices residing within the county within which the 
Friendly Society of which he is a member is held, for the purpose of obtaining 
an order for his reinstatement, or, in default of such reinstatement, for an 
order for payment of such a sum of money as the justices may think his in- 
terest in the society is worth.” 


Postat ANoMALY.—Complaints are general of the high charges made 
the Post-office in the delivery of ship letters in this country. For instance, ¥¢ 
are informed that the last letters by the Harbinger paid the steam company on'¥ 
2d, whereas the Dost-office charged 6d each for their delivery. Thus the 
General Post-office charges three times} as ‘much for merely delivering the let- 
ters to the public, as is appropriated to the vessel for bringing the mails by 
steam from the antipodes.
